Fifty years working as a knifemaker, and when I 
eontaeted Ameriean Bladesmith Soeiety master smith 
Joe Keeslar to ask him if he eould send me a partieular 
knife (far left, front eover) for possible inelusion on the 
KNIVES 2015 book, he was exeited to be eonsidered. Now 
that’s saying a lot, not only for the KNIVES annual, but 
also for Keeslar’s humility, partieularly eonsidering the 
workmanship of this partieular knife. The “Brut de Forge” 
elip-point fixed blade is forged from a 19^^-eentury Freneh 
file, and all work is that of the maker, ineluding the vine 
file work, “dragon seales” engraving on the bolsters and 
silver wire inlay embellishing the eurly maple handle. The 
10-ineh blade is left with file marks intaet, and the knife 
also showeases a 50^^ year of knifemaking anniversary 



medallion on the reverse side of the handle. To the right 
of Keeslar’s pieee, spanning the bottom of the front eover 
is knifemaker Jason Fry’s upswept bird-and-trout knife 
parading a stabilized spalted-peean handle handsomely 
partnered with juniper-burl bolsters, a 3 3/8-ineh 154CM 
blade and a tapered tang. It eomes with a tooled-leather 
sheath in a basket-weave pattern. In the eenter is a eom- 
pletely seulpted and 18k-gold-inlaid Ronald Best art folder 
boasting a 4.25-ineh Damasteel blade, a 416 stainless steel 
frame, lapis-lazuli handle inlays and more TNT Damasteel 
following the eurve of the grip. All eome together like 
the instruments of a symphony orehestra, and eaeh of the 
knives is similarly well orehestrated, making for a fine 
eover at that, (eover photo by Kris Kandler) 
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Introduction 



W elcome to one of the most fantastical worlds 
this side of Oz, Disney or Hogwarts. Scat- 
tered throughout the landscape are gem- 
stones, ivory, pearl, gold, meteorite and other pre- 
cious commodities.

And new pieces 
take their places, building a market and satisfying 
the appetite of collectors who drink in this fantasti- 
cal world as if it were fllled with the lifeblood and 
nutrients their bodies need. 

This is where knives are made, showcased and 
lauded, and the Knives 2015 books captures them 
in glorious full color for all enthusiasts to see, drool 
over, covet. The makers are many, with 2,200 of 
them listed in the Custom Knifemaker Directory at 
the back of the publication, including their contact 
information, specialties, patterns, technical informa- 
tion, prices, remarks and descriptions of their tang 
stamps or marks.

Then flip to pages 8-56 to get lost in illustrated 
articles covering such subjects as knife trading 
along early emigrant trails, one author’s flxed-blade 
flxation, the popularity and quality of frame-lock 
folders, what features make an ideal survival knife, 
international art knives, blades used on tall ships, 
hidden or disguised knives, a sword for a warrior 
king, whether quality outdoors, camp and hunting 
knives are worth the extra cost and the first knives 
some makers ever built.

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2015 WOODEN 
SWORD AWARD 





H OW you even envision such a piece 
of functional art before creating it 
is beyond me. But then again, Fm not 
a true artisan as is the winner of the 2015 Wooden 
Sword Award, Donald Vogt. Vogt’s “Shoot and Stab 
Gun Knife” is a combination single-action automatic 
knife and a .36-caliber powder percussion pistol (yes, 
it works). Let’s start with the blade. The upswept, re- 
curved, almost Persian-looking folding blade is Rob 
Thomas damascus steel that Vogt meticulously en- 
graved. The sculpted, carved and engraved bolsters, 
gun trigger, gun hammer and gun barrel are also 
the same Thomas damascus steel, and the gun body 
is 303 stainless steel. Mammoth-ivory handle scales, 
carved by the maker in a fioral/vine motif, flow into 
the bolsters, interlocking with them like puzzle 
pieces. The entire gun/knife, including such areas 
as the previously noted trigger and gun hammer, 
are carved using chisels 
and a chase hammer, and 
14k- gold and ruby inlays 
are set smartly on the 
top, or spine, of the gun/ 
knife, as is a gold plate 
stating the caliber — “36 
Cal.” Oh, and while 
admiring the spine of the 
piece, note the vine and scroll file 
work on the titanium liners and steel 
spacer, respectively. The knife latch is carved 



and hardened 440C stainless steel. 

Blade length is 5.5 inches, the overall 
open length is over a foot long, at 12.25 
inches, and the gun barrel stretches 4 
inches. Because words can’t even begin to 
describe the piece, Vogt had several images taken 
and sent to this KNIVES 2015 book editor, who was 
smitten and impressed all at the same time, and 
thus the 2015 Wooden Sword Award goes to Donald 
Vogt. Thank goodness guys like him follow through 
on their incredible visions so the rest of us can enjoy 
the fruits of their labor.

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“The First Knife 
I Ever Made" 

They're not all pretty and their makers aren't always 
proud, but the "firstborns" remain special

E verybody has to 
start somewhere. 
The greatest 
knifemakers the world 
has ever known, the up 
and coming, the dab- 
blers in knife kits and 
the absolute novices all 
share a common experi- 
ence — the first knife 
they ever made. 

Looking back on 
that first knife, there 
are more smiles than 
regrets, there is pride 
in progress, and there 
is real history. Begin- 
ning with the basics 
and using everything 
from saw blades to old 
springs, that first knife 
has launched many a 
storied career in the 
custom knife industry. 

“I guess everybody 
has made a knife in 
school, out of a piece of 
iron or something,” rea- 
soned Bob Dozier, who 
at age 73 has passed the 
half-century mark in his 
knifemaking journey. 
“My grandfather, Milton 
Bihm, made knives 
out of 14-inch files, 
and we called them 




At the age of 23, Bob Dozier was out on an oilrig, rough-necking in the Gulf of Mexico. 
With time on his hands, he found a small file lying unattended on a bench. A nearby 
grinder drew him close like a magnet. In a few hours, he’d made his first knife. 
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saddle knives. The deer hunters would carry them on their 
saddles. They were big old choppers.” 

Dozier made his first knife at age 12 with his grand- 
father at his side. “I went to Grandpa and asked, 'Can 
you teach me how to do this?’ We built a forge out of the 
bottom of a barrel and took my mother’s canister vacuum 
cleaner and reversed the hose on it, put a damper in the 
pipe and controlled the fire. And I forged. I was the only 
grandson who showed interest in knifemaking,” he contin- 
ued, “and Grandpa showed me how to take a crosscut saw 
blade, break it up and make knives.” 

That knife had lead alloy bolsters and an old hickory 
handle taken from a hammer. Bob says he made seven or 
eight pieces with his grandfather and admits that they 
were “terrible looking.” 

For several years, Dozier’s knifemaking went dormant. 
He had read an article in True magazine about Randall 
knives selling for the princely sum of $18, and that notion 
stayed in the back of his mind. At the age of 23, he was 
out on an oilrig, rough-necking in the Gulf of Mexico. With 
time on his hands, he found a small file lying unattended 
on a bench. A nearby grinder drew him close like a magnet. 

“In a few hours, I had a knife blade,” Bob grinned. “I 
had that knife for years, and my wife and I used it to open 
cans in the kitchen. Then it got lost for a while. I found 
it again six or seven years ago mixed in with a bunch of 
other knife stuff. I made that knife after I was a grown 
man, and my interest was rekindled, so I really call that 
one my first knife.” 

Functionalp Usable Artwork 

Michael Ruth Jr. learned custom knifemaking from 
a couple of the best teachers around. It all started when 
Jerry Fisk wanted some business cards and came into the 
Ruth family’s print shop. Jerry happened to have a few of 
his handmade knives and laid them out for everyone to 
look at. 

“That was in the late 1980s, and we were all fascinated 
by his work,” said Michael. “These were clearly something 
more than just tools — they were artwork — fully functional, 
usable artwork. I don’t think I’ve ever looked at knives the 
same way after that day.” 

Michael and his father, Michael Ruth Sr., made 
countless trips to Fisk’s shop, and B.R. Hughes, who 
brought Jerry into the Ruth’s print shop that day, 
was a guiding presence as well. “Jerry taught us the 
process of creating each piece from raw materials to 
the finished product. B.R. was always there to help us 
understand the concepts of design and the standards 
of performance that the ABS [American Bladesmith 
Society] teaches its students,” Michael Jr. noted.

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“Being a young guy with a hot bar of steel and a 
hammer, I usually had the nagging urge to make the 
world’s finest 'Flying Klingon-Ninja Deathblade,’ but 
B.R. was there to remind me that form follows func- 
tion,” he reflected. “If you’re going to make something, 
make sure it serves its purpose first and foremost.” 
Michael’s first knife was a hunter with a 5160 
steel blade and ironwood handle. He keeps it in a 
drawer and takes it out from time to time, just to get 
focused again on the task at hand. 

“From a design standpoint, it reminds me what 
not to do,” he laughed. “The pins are off-centered, 
the handle is boxy and almost completely square. It’s 
uncomfortable to hold, let alone use for any amount 
of time. The choil is a mess, and the differentially 
hardened area of the blade doesn’t extend all the way 
back to the ricasso. The bottom of the guard is too 
thin. I could go on about its flaws for days. 

“The knife really isn’t as bad as it could be, I 
suppose,” he allows. “The blade is in the center of the 
handle, and the transition between the guard and the 
handle is smooth. It’s good to have something to look 
back on and remember where I was when I started.” 
Michael found success early, and his second 
knife, a hunter with a 5160 blade and spalted maple 
handle, was his first sale. He took it along to a show, 
just on a whim. After a collector bought a bowie from 
his father, he turned and asked young Michael what 
he wanted for the hunter. “The collector looked it 



over and inspected it for what felt like a lifetime,” 
said Michael. “Then, he finally looked up and asked, 
'How does $250 sound?’ I was floored!” 

From First Knife to Silver Screen 

No other knifemaker’s work has graced the silver 
screen like that of Gil Hibben. The Kentuckian has 
made knives that have appeared in more than 50 
motion pictures, including the famed Sylvester Stallone 
Rambo knife, knives for Steven Seagal in films such as 
Under Siege and many others. His fantasy knives have 
been prized for years, and he recently completed several 
years of service as president of the Knifemakers’ Guild. 

“I made my first knife in high school, but I didn’t 
finish it. So, I don’t count that one,” he said. “I got 
out of the Navy in 1956, and I was 21 years old. I saw 
the movie The Iron Mistress with Alan Ladd and had 
to have a bowie.” 

Gil made his first knife while he worked in 
Washington for the Boeing aircraft company. 

It was a bowie finished with his father- 
in-law’s grinder, a V4-inch drill and 
sandpaper. 

“I made that knife with 
a piece of 01 tool steel I 
requisitioned from Boe- 
ing,” Hibben grinned. 

“It has a leather- 
washer

handle, and after my brother, Fred, and I decided to go 
out and throw it a few times we chipped the point. With 
the broken tip, the blade is about 9 3/4 inches, and the 
knife stretches 16 inches overall.” 

In the span of time since his business started 
booming, nearly 50 years ago, Gil nearly forgot the 
significance of that first bowie. “It is a heavy knife,” 
he reflected. “I threw it away once, and my ex-wife 
got it out of the trash. After that, I decided I had bet- 
ter keep it. Now, it keeps me humble. I think about 
my passion for making knives and remember having 
so much fun working on it. I was so proud when I got 
it done, as humble as it is, but it was my baby and 
the thing that encouraged me to get better. Fm still 
trying to get better.” 



When Lucas Burnley delved into knifemaking 
in 2001, he had already learned quite a bit about 
steel, having been through trade school in welding 
and working in a machine shop as a teenager. His 
interest in knives, so his father says, actually goes 
back to his boyhood, walking, talking and chattering 
about making a knife. 

“I’m not sure how I got that in my head,” laughed 
Lucas, “but I guess the drive to make knives has 
been there for a while. The machine shop that 
employed me specialized in body-piercing jewelry. 
They had grinders, drill presses, buffers and stuff in 
a back room, and I decided to stay after work one day 
and make a knife out of a little file. That one didn’t 
work out so well.” 
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American Bladesmith Society master smith Steve 
Schwarzer made his first biade, a fiiiet knife, for his dad. 
He continued to make simiiar knives, caiiing them “ugiy 
and crude.” Stiii, there was a market for them, and they 
soid and kept seiiing at $15 to $20 each. 



Lugging the Grinder Around 

Lucas saved money and bought a Bader grinder 
that went with him from apartment to apartment 
until he rented a place with a one-car garage and set 
up shop. In the meantime, he met respected knife- 
maker Joe Cordova, who welcomed the young maker 
into his established shop. 

“Joe helped me a lot in the beginning and would 
never begrudge me a visit,” said Burnley. “I would 
approach him with a problem, and he would help me 
work it out. Joe has always impressed me because it 
seems like he can do anything, forging, stock removal, 
classic and contemporary. He has amazing range.” 

Burnley’s first knife was an integral drop-point 
hunter of t4-inch 01 tool steel. He cut the blade out 
with a hacksaw, shaped it with his grinder, and then 
did the heat-treating with a welding torch. 

“I beat on it for a few years and then it ended up 
in a box in a closet,” he said. “I couldn’t bring myself 
to toss it out, and eventually gave it to Ben Krein, 
Tom Krein’s 11-year-old son. I figured since his dad 
is a knifemaker he would be able to get some use 
out of it. The biggest challenge with it was grinding. 

I knew what I wanted it to look like, but I couldn’t 
make it happen. It just takes time. Sharpening was 
another one. I got this knife done, and I realized that 
I had no idea how to sharpen it on the grinder. It 
scared the heck out of me.” 

Lucas sold his first knife to custom knifemaker 
Bob Terzuola and his wife, Susan, at a show in 
Scottsdale, Ariz. Susan still keeps the little scalpel 
with white Micarta® handle scales and silver pins on 
her workbench. 

If the words “mosaic damascus” are mentioned in 
the knife industry, ABS master smith Steve Schwar- 
zer comes to mind. Acknowledged by many to be one 
of the world’s foremost forgers of mosaic damascus, 
Steve sold his first knife in 1976. 

“I made two or three knives in the 1960s,” Steve 
recalled, “but the first forged knife was a few years 
later. I got a book on blacksmithing and there was a 
little chapter on forging blades. So I got an anvil, some 
coal and crosscut saw blades. I cut the blades out with 
a coal chisel on top of the anvil, red hot. I didn’t know 
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anything about tempering. I cut them out, ground 
them and put them in oil, and the things would out- 
cut anything anybody had for filleting fish.” 

Ugly and Crude Knives 

Schwarzer said the knives were “ugly and crude.” 
“Buddy, these were homemade,” he stressed. Still, 
there was a market for them. They sold and kept sell- 
ing at $15 to $20 each. Then, he met a knifemaker 
named Bobby Tison. 

“I had been making these knives, and my buddies 
thought I was wonderful,” Steve smiled. “I thought I 
was too. I had three or four of these knives wrapped 
up in my hip pocket one day, and I said to Bobby, T 
hear you make knives.’ He leaned against a sulfuric 
acid tank and pulled out a beautiful folding knife 
that walked and talked, made of D2 steel. I had 
never seen such a thing, and he made the mistake of 
letting me come to his shop and work with him.” 

Schwarzer has since become one of the world’s 
most renowned custom knifemakers of his generation, 
and the vast majority of the mosaic-damascus blade 
patterning in vogue today was born in his shop. 

“I’ve still got that first knife,” he commented. 

“I made it for my dad. It was a fillet knife, and I 



used a coin for the bolster. The blades on those ran 
anywhere from seven to nine inches, and the knives 
were 11-13 inches overall. There was a guy named 
Eddie Delaney who used to sell my knives at a local 
hardware store, and when I upped the price to $30, 
you have never heard such crying and caterwauling. 

I have a knife with the same materials on the truck 
seat with me now, and it sells for $300.” 

Steve notes that, with the nostalgia surrounding 
all those old fillet knives, he plans to make a few 
new ones, crosscut saw blades and all. “It makes me 
feel good, and I like making them,” he said. “It is the 
same joy of creation at one level or another.” 

One bit of advice that Schwarzer offers new 
knifemakers is to get to any seminar on knifemak- 
ing or bladesmithing they can attend. Forty years 
ago, there were few of them. “People can save them- 
selves 10 years of digging through a mess on their 
own,” he said. “That is why guys are so successful in 
a short time now. They have stood on the shoulders 
of giants.” 

Legendary or learning, gifted or practiced, for 
every knifemaker who hopes to succeed there is a 
price to pay in sweat and preparation. That first knife, 
though, in many ways, will always remain priceless. 
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Are Quality Knives 
Worth the Quid? 

The "collector" took a backseat to the "user" as 
the author real-world tested Fallkniven knives

O ne of the grandest campfire knife debates 

involves the age-old question of whether costly, 
premium knives are worth the buck paid. 
Arguments rage one way or another, with the debate 
oftentimes stalling due to a dearth of experience 



with the real pricey ones. Truth is, who wants to 
plunk down the big dough just to treat a cutting tool 
like a farm implement in order to find out if it was 
worth all the quid? And, well, what if it isn’t? 

Mulling this over, I decided to dedicate myself to 
the exclusive use of a pair of “high enders” in order 
to see for myself. Where I use my knives in winter. 




With rugged, suitable sheaths, the Fallkniven Tor and Frej models are true examples of the knifemaker’s art straight 
from the factory box. It is hard to imagine a better combination for hard use in remote country. 
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I must have good faith they will serve well or I may 
be in it deep. Deep snow and ice that is, and far from 
home and hearth. I cannot afford failure, whatever 
the dollar price paid! My work and play take me into 
remote, high mountains where knives are not just 
helpful, they are essential. 

So it was with a little trepidation I swore off my 
own handmade and well-proven knives in order to 
obtain a couple Fallkniven AB models. Fallkniven 
has earned high praise the world over, and is a thor- 
oughly modern company. The finest Swedish iron is 
mined 140 miles from its headquarters in Norbotten, 
Sweden, whereupon it is shipped to Japan. There, 
Swedish iron becomes Japanese steel, and the knives 
are made. Some years ago, the company used Hitachi 
ATS-34 stainless steel, but now favors a VG-10 steel 
laminate for the toughest of its outdoors knives. 
Leather scabbards are made in Spain. 

Fallkniven takes pride that, in 25 years of pro- 
duction, its knives have leapt to the forefront of the 
short list of world’s best. Or so they say. Are they? My 
feeling was that I could not agree or disagree until I 
knew through my own experience. 

Reality sneaks in with the fact that I have, until 
now, never used a Fallkniven knife under hard 
conditions, and many of the ones I know of owned by 
friends and acquaintances rest comfortably in such 
places as mantles and presentation cases where they 
are treasured, not used. 

Before I went to work, I had to decide which of 
the company’s knives I wanted to subject to Old Man 
Winter. That wasn’t too difficult. Due to the nature 
of my backcountry skiing and snowshoeing, I have 
for many years carried a pair of knives for the gamut 
of needs I face. These include shelter building, and 
general camp and emergency survival challenges. I 
favor a medium-length bolo or parang (Malaysian or 
Indonesian knife similar to a machete) and a smaller 
general-purpose knife in tandem. The big one does 
what the little one can’t, and the little one does better 
what the big one can. Put differently, there is no 
other way to get the service of one or the other than 
by carrying both. I’ve worked this all out over the 
years, and due to the stress added weight puts on me 
I wouldn’t carry it if it weren’t “worth the weight!” 

Treat These Like Garden Tools? 

When the Fallkniven knives I had ordered 
arrived in the mail, I opened the boxes and imme- 
diately understood the hesitation some have about 
using these knives hard. Close examination made

clear that my first impression was spot on about the 
knives being gorgeous and finely crafted, true pieces 
of art. I wish I could nitpick and sound like I am not 
fawning, but I can’t. Every angle was straight; every 
edge grind ran true, every mating of parts, perfect. 

I admit, I had to rethink my intent to treat these 
things like garden tools, but eventually, curiosity 
overcame hesitation, and the collector in me took a 
back seat to the user. 

Some similarities between the two knives are 
worth noting. First, both possess stacked-leather 
handles. Prior to my selection, discussion among 
several experts resulted in a recommendation to 
choose Kraton®-handIe models, but I have decades- 
long experience with leather handles and I like them. 
In the end, no trouble whatsoever resulted in their 
exposure to five months of ice, snow and rain. 

A stacked-leather grip is extremely tough, and 
the Fallkniven handles are superb examples of the 
type. Well fitted and tight from the start, neither 
demonstrated any tendency to absorb water. Regard- 
less, my normal practice was applied, and a month or 
so into knife testing I soaked both in boiled linseed 
oil, and thereafter, when the knives were used 
repeatedly for fine dicing and meat cutting, I merely 
coated the blades in olive oil as I usually do with 
edged tools used around food. I allowed the oil to run 
down onto the grips where I rubbed it in. 

Except for slight darkening caused by the oil, and 
some dents and a few rub marks from dropping the 
knives and bumping them in the field, they look and 
serve as good as new. Both handles have lanyard holes. 
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The combination of steei type, heat treat, edge grind and 
baiance are aii factors in heavy chopping, in this case 
using the Faiikniven Tor modei. 



and the pommels are secured with split spanner-type 
nuts, which likely could be tightened with a modified 
screwdriver should the handles ever require it. 

The blades are VG-10 steel laminated between 
two layers of 420- J2 stainless steel, and what a 
sandwich this makes! While the Rockwell hardness 
is listed as 59 HRC, sharpening is a snap and edge 
holding marvelous. The former, for me, has always 
held some sway over the latter. All blades, no mat- 
ter how hard, tough, well ground, shaped or heat 
treated, will dull. And though it may seem that 
dulling is a demon from which one must place first 
priority to flee, in a survival scenario, in fact it is 
sharpening that is the devil. 

Some high-tech steels hold edges phenomenally, 
but become true liabilities in the field when they 
eventually dull because they require a machine 
shop of specialty tools to sharpen. Not so with the 
VG-10/420- J2 laminate. Though it took the skinning 
and cutting up of an elk and a deer, and then some 
camp chores, to remove the hairsplitting factory 
edge, a few strops on an old carving-set steel brought 
the edge back to true. Then much later, after hard 
use in the field, merely a few minutes work with a 
small, hard Norton stone honed each edge. 

Time Spent with a Convex Edge 

Large and small blades arrived from the factory 
sporting convex-ground edges. Some may take issue 
with the manufacturer concerning this. Not me. I 
suggest the critics hold their tongues till they have 
spent some time with a Faiikniven convex edge. 
Faiikniven notes that this form of edge requires 
skilled hand grinding, and asserts its superiority 
over other edges for hard use. In deference to those 
who might think of the convex edge as more suitable 
for an axe or cleaver than for knives to be used for 
fine cutting, the Faiikniven grind isn’t your average 
hatchet edge. 

It is the combination of the angle with the quality 
of steel that achieves sharpness and resistance to the 
forces of dulling. At first blush I myself might have 
been tempted to question the use of the convex grind 
on the smaller of the two, but in the field I found both 
knives to cut superbly, even for fine work. Cleaning a 
mess of small brook trout proved the theory. 

The sheaths are made of leather. Leather put 
to hard use has been the subject of criticism in 
recent years due to the development, production 
and marketing of excellent synthetics. But as a 
leatherworker, I have always been a fan of the stuff. 
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Frej’s excellent convex edge performed like a flat grind on smaii trout. 



It is incredibly tough, and should it be damaged, it is 
repairable. Certainly use in the tropics has gained it 
a reputation for disintegration and rotting, but in the 
cold, wet conditions to which I subjected the knives 
and sheaths, both scabbards served admirably with 
no indication of problems, no breaking of stitching, 
no rotting. 

Part of the reason Fallkniven knives were chosen 
was that the company offers a truly large knife, as 
well as smaller models, and it was their largest I 
chose to be my “big one.” This is the bowie-styled 
NLl Tor. It is named Tor (Thor) for a reason. The 
knife is worthy of the symbolic association with the 
mythical Norse god. With a blade thickness of .275 
inch at the spine, a blade length of 10 inches and an 
overall length of 15 1/8 inches, this big knife repre- 
sents a rarity in today’s market. Few truly massive, 
high quality knives exist. 

Tor stood up to the hammering. Noted in the 
company literature as a “strong chopper of world 



class quality” and a “thrill to use,” it is both. I 
readily admit I generally do not favor bowies as my 
big knives. They often possess marginal chopping 
ability, forcing excessive muscling of the blade and, 
due to the lack of a positive stop for the hand on the 
pommel, consequently become dangerous to use as I 
become fatigued, risking slippage on the grip. 

The NLl is the best bowie-type blade I have ever 
used. The chopping properties of the knife are not 
just adequate, but rather excellent. Numerous small 
trees up to 8 inches or so in thickness were felled. 

It is fun to use. And the width of the NLl is 1.75 
inches, allowing choking up of the hand forward of 
the guard for fine work. 

Finding Fault 

I had to search for something to criticize. While 
the scabbard materials and workmanship are flaw- 
less, I did experience one problem. The belt loop has 
two hard snaps that allow it to be removed from a

belt without stripping the belt of other tools. This is, 
of course, an excellent idea. However, in use, I found 
the snaps to detach from time to time. This occurred 
while skiing, when falling and occasionally when I 
tossed my gear belt on the ground. The solution was 
simply to wrap the loop with a leather thong. 

The retention strap was on the same side as 
the edge, meaning that the edge could cut it when 
the knife was removed. On sheaths I make myself, 

I place the retention strap on the opposite side of 
a cross-guarded knife where the blade cannot cut 
it. Fallkniven’s solution was to incorporate a small 
elastic cord that pulls the strap away from the edge. 
Curious, but ingenious, and effective! If anything 
on the knife itself could be changed, it might be 
to soften the edge of the guard just a little to add 



comfort when the index finger rests over it for control 
in making fine cuts. Only a couple strokes with a file 
would round it over. 

Tor’s little brother, the second of the pair, is Frej, 
the NL4. Hearkening in general shape back to the 
ancient and effective Marble’s Ideal, this knife too 
benefited from the stainless properties of the superb 
VG-10/420- J2 laminate. Blade length is a little over 
5 inches, with a spine thickness of .197 inch and 
overall length of 9 5/8 inches. Balance is excellent 
and cutting properties are absolutely workhorse. 

Fine skinning and caping were easily accomplished, 
and for camp, kitchen and food prep chores it was a 
delight to use. 

In practice, I tend to protect the littler knife 
when traveling in the backcountry since I want the

finest edge preserved for medical or other needs 
in the event of an emergency. Frej didn’t get that 
favoritism. I hacked and worked it setting up camps 
and against bone in butchering, generally treating it 
poorly, and it served well. The point opens soup cans 
well. The fact that the blade is so easily sharpened 
tended to encourage its use, though the fact that it 
holds an edge well meant I rarely had to sharpen it! 
And when I did, it was back to shaving sharp, and 
though not a tiny knife, I found it served well even 
in the cleaning of small fish. This is one general-use 
knife that defies improvement. Around the ranch, 
every visitor who grabbed it had to be patted down 
before leaving . . . just to make sure they weren’t 
absconding with my knife! 

Value is a funny thing. Everyone has his or her 
own definitions of what it is. But I believe all would 
agree it exists in its highest form when art meets 
function, as exemplified by the Fallkniven knives. 
With a combined cost of around $1,375 for both 
knives, the question remains. Are they worth it? 
That is a question only an individual can possibly

provide, but if the answer relies on getting the best of 
the best for actual hard use, that’s easy — yes!

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Switching to Survival 

Knife Mode 

The saying is true that the best survival knife is the 
one you have with you ...so learn to use it!

T here’s an old saying 
that the best survival 
knife is the one you 
have with you when you need 
to survive. When I was 10 
years old, the Boy Scout knife 
in my jeans pocket enabled 
me to cut open a wet log to 
get to the dry wood inside 
and get a fire going after I 
had injured my ankle and 
fallen into an icy creek miles 
from home. I had to spend 
a night out in midwinter, 
soaking wet with tempera- 
tures below freezing and no 
camping gear. That fire 
probably saved my life. By 
any measure my Boy Scout 
folder qualified as a survival 
knife. That experience had 
a lot to do with my lifelong 
interest in survival and 
survival knives. 

Jan Lisewsky, a kite surfer 
becalmed in the Red Sea, 
fought off attacking sharks for 
two days by stabbing them in 
the snout and eyes with his 
dive knife. During the tragedy 
of 911, a paramedic cut open a 
steel shipping container with 
his folding knife, using a steel 
flashlight as a baton, to rescue 
a trapped and injured woman. The Fallkniven SI proves up to the task of cutting a bow stave. 
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The author uses a tree branch as a baton, lightly but firmly tapping the blade spine of the Strider Knives folder to 
chop wood. 



After a boulder crushed his arm and trapped 
him for five days, Aron Ralston cut off his own arm 
with the blade of a muti-tool to escape and survive. 
The driver of an 18-wheeler had his rig tossed and 
flipped upside down by a tornado in the Midwest. 
With the windshield crushed he was trapped and gas 
was leaking from the tank into the cab. He cut his 
way out of the cab with his belt knife. A customer of 
knifemaker Bud Nealy used one of his custom fixed 
blades to cut through the roof of a car that skidded 
off the road and into an icy lake during winter in 
Finland, trapping him underwater. There are many 
such stories, and they all have certain things in com- 
mon: an endangered person survived through quick 
thinking and effective action, and with the aid of the 
knife they had with them. 

During the past year IVe been working on a 
book about survival knives, and doing extensive 
field-testing of dozens of knives in a wide variety of 
environments in support of that book. WeVe for- 
aged and hunted for food with primitive tools and 
weapons we made, built shelters and performed 
other survival-related tasks from the Mojave Desert 
to the Stara Planina Mountains of Bulgaria. We also 
deconstructed parts of abandoned buildings, and cut 



through walls, sheet metal and auto bodies. 

In addition to personally using many knives for 
survival related tasks, I recruited others to assist 
me, some with no outdoor experience or any expertise 
in knife handling. I have many years of field experi- 
ence and taught survival for over two decades, and 
I wanted to see just how little instruction a novice 
needed to be able to effectively use a knife for surviv- 
al. In addition to teaching survival skills with a knife 
during this past year, I also showed students how to 
build shelters and other critical outdoor skills without 
a knife. Doing this even once will quickly convince 
even the skeptical of the importance of the blade. 

Certain things emerged from this yearlong 
exercise: 

• The old saying that the best survival knife is the 
one that you have with you was confirmed. There 
is no doubt that a purpose-designed survival knife 
is a superior tool for its designated use. However, 
having any knife is better than having no knife by 
a wide margin, maybe a lifesaving one. 

• Big knives, 7 to 9 inches in blade length, are the 
most efficient for most wilderness tasks, but they 
are too big to carry unless you live in the wilder- 
ness, and not the most efficient for small tasks. 
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This trio of fixed biades is suitabie for extreme use and 
urban survivai. 



• Medium- sized knives, 5 to 7 inches in blade 
length, are highly efficient for most critical 
survival functions, and are a good compromise 
in carry convenience between the big blade and 
smaller ones. Smaller blades in the 4-inch range 
can be handier for fine woodworking, but lose 
out to the medium- sized blade for such wilder-

ness tasks as quickly making a survival shelter, 
splitting wet wood to get to the dry wood inside, 
and for urban tasks such as digging out from a 
collapsed building. 

• Smaller fixed blades, 3.5 to 4.5 inches in blade 
length, are good all-around utility knives, and 
although not as efficient as the medium- sized 
knife, will serve for most survival functions and 
are more convenient to carry than larger knives. 

• A solid, well-made folder, a tactical folder in cur- 
rent terminology, can accomplish far more than 
many survival experts would have us believe. 
This is important because the most commonly 
carried knife is a folder. 

• Many people lack basic knife handling skills. 
Without those skills it difficult, if not impossible, 
to take advantage of the lifesaving features of 
the knife. Basic knife handling skills can be 
learned with a few minutes of instruction and an 
hour’s practice. 
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If your daily rounds and jurisdiction aiiow for reguiar 
fixed-biade carry, the Ontario Piiot Survivai Knife (top) 
and Faiikniven FI fixed biade wouid be ideai choices. 



Given that weVe established that the best 
survival knife is the one you have with you — that 
survival knife you have stored in your bug-out bag, 
the tree -chopping, zombie killing, urban knife of 
destruction with the t4-inch-thick, 12 -inch-long 
blade isn’t going to do you any good if it’s not on your 
person when fate comes calling. It’s a good thing 
to have a big blade as a back up to your primary 
blade — the one you always have with you. But, like 
the people previously described, you will most likely 
find yourself in a survival situation when you least 
expect it. 

Survival knife selection starts with deciding 
what knife you can have with you at all times. Can 
you carry a medium- sized fixed blade with you at all 
times? If so, do it. It’s your best all-around choice. If, 
like most of us, you cannot carry a 5- to 6-inch blade 
on your daily rounds, a small fixed blade is the next 
best choice. 

If legal restrictions and social custom prevent 
you from carrying any kind of fixed blade, tote a 
stout folder with a solid lock. If you know how to 
use your knife, and how to work within its limits, 
you can make any of these choices work for you and 
maybe save your life. However, keep in mind that in 
actual field practice, we have found that most tasks 
can be more rapidly accomplished with a medium 
fixed blade than a small one, and more rapidly with 
any fixed blade than with a folder due to the need 
of working around the folder’s weak point — it folds. 
If it’s a folder you have, which is likely, you should 
make allowances for the limitations of your tool. 

The basic skills needed to make efficient use of a 
survival knife are these:

• Edge and Point Awareness: If you direct your 
attention to the cutting edge of your knife and 
use it, you will become familiar with how it cuts. 
This makes you more efficient and is a safety 
factor. If you know precisely how your knife cuts, 
you are less likely to injure yourself. This also 
builds blade awareness and makes it less likely 
you’ll lose your knife. In the field, your knife 
belongs in your hand or in its sheath. Laying 
your knife down for “just a moment” is the most 
common cause of knife loss in the field. 

• The Draw Cut: Place the edge of your blade on 
the material you want to cut, press down firmly 
and draw the edge across the material while 
maintaining downwards pressure. This is the 
most versatile cut and can be used for skinning, 
stripping bark, cutting meat, whittling and so on. 

• The Push or Press Cut: Simply press down 
with a good bit of pressure with the edge of your 
blade on the material to be cut. This cut can be 
used, for example, to make notches in wood for, 
say, a survival bow. It can also be used to cut 
through a sapling with a small knife. In this 
instance, bend the sapling and apply the edge 
of your blade to the outside of the bend. As the 
blade cuts into the sapling, rock the edge back 



and forth slightly. The point can also be used 
with a press cut. This is useful when you dig into 
a dead log to get to dry wood, or to start a hole 
you want to drill. 

• Drilling: Press the point of your blade into the 
surface to be drilled, for instance, when making 
a notch in a fireboard, then twist the blade left 
or right toward the direction of the primary 
edge. After making some progress, reverse and 
turn the edge in the other direction. To continue, 
press down into the cavity and turn the blade, 
reversing the edge as needed. 

• Batoning: It is futile to try and chop with a 
small knife. The necessary leverage simply isn’t 
available. Batoning is the best technique for 
cutting large tree limbs, for example, with a 
small knife. Since most of us are equipped with 
only a small knife most of the time, I consider 
batoning to be a critical survival skill. A baton 
is anything solid — a chair or table leg, a steel 
flashlight or even a hard-soled shoe — that can be 
used to tap a blade (on its spine) to push the edge 
through a resistant medium. Place the edge onto 
the large-diameter cutting medium and lightly 
but firmly strike the spine of the blade directly 
over the cutting surface — I repeat, lightly. Do not 
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Survival tasks might include building a rough shelter from limbs/poles, grasses and leaves gathered in the woods, or 
a more refined abode covered in a reflective blanket. Adding a small hobo stove will heat the latter adequately, even 
in winter, by adjusting the reflective blanket. 



hit your blade like you’re going for a home run. 
Doing so could damage it. If using a folder, hold 
the knife with a loose but firm grip, so that the 
handle can pivot around the axis of your thumb 
and first and second finger. This prevents undue 
stress on the lock. 

• Scraping: Scraping is moving the edge of your 
blade over the surface of an object with the edge 
held perpendicular to the work. Skins need to 
be scraped to cure them. The belly of a survival 
bow needs to be scraped to refine it. The shaft 
of a spear should be scraped to remove snags 
and smooth it. The back of a blade’s point can be 
used to scrape away mortar between bricks or 
concrete blocks to escape a collapsed building. 

Practicing these skills in daily tasks will 
increase your expertise and better your odds in 
survival situations. Meat cutting in your kitchen 
is similar to dressing game; splitting wood for your 
fireplace can be done with your folder and a baton; 
making a hobo stove from a coffee can, and using it, 
will show you how easy it is and how effectively this 
simple device can heat a shelter; making a survival 
bow in your backyard will prepare you if you ever 
need to do so.

Using your survival knife for daily tasks makes 
good sense. With a good knife and these skills, you 
can make tinder, kindling and firewood, build a shel- 
ter, and make primitive tools and hunting weapons. 
Urban survival might also require the same skills, 
in the event of, say, an earthquake and the need to 
extricate yourself or another from a collapsed build- 
ing. The key points are to practice these skills before 
you find yourself in a survival situation, and to select 
a good knife you can have with you at all times. 
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A Sword for a 
Warrior King 

The 7th-century, pattern-welded sword was surely 
as stunning to behold as a king in full regalia

O n a patch of heathland overlooking the estuary 
of the River Deben in Sutton Hoo, England, 
around the year 625 AD, a warrior king was 
laid to rest in his ship and a mound raised over it. 

In 1939, “Mound 1,” which contained his ship and 
its treasures, was excavated. Amongst the many 
personal belongings the king was buried with was 
what later proved to be an intricately pattern-welded 
sword, including a hilt richly ornamented with 
gold and garnets. Although we may never know the 
identity of the man buried at Sutton Hoo, the most 
likely candidate is Raedwald, King of East Anglia. 

It has been nearly 25 years since Scott Lankton 
did his pioneering work in the forging of a replica 
Sutton Hoo sword blade for the British Museum (see 
the full article in KNIVES 1990). Mr. Lank- 
ton’s work has inspired many bladesmiths 



to push their abilities in pattern welding beyond the 
simple folding of steel. 

British author, Paul Mortimer, has long been 
interested in the Sutton Hoo find, but had no inten- 
tion of replicating the king’s many personal trea- 
sures when he first had the helmet replicated. Over 
time he had the king’s ornate purse and belt buckle 
reproduced. The first sword that he had made was 
not intended to be an exact replica, but forged in the 
spirit of the original. As Mortimer’s direction became 
more refined, he desired to have a new sword made 
based more closely on the original. 

As he related to me, “My first attempt at recreat- 
ing the sword and complete belt rig were becoming 
increasingly limited by the fact that my earlier 
replica was inaccurate in a number of important 
ways. I needed to go back to the original information 
from the grave and start again. I contacted Vince 
Evans to see if he would be interested in helping 
me with the project and I was very pleased when 
he accepted, especially as his approach was similar 
to mine in that we needed to consult all the work 
that had been carried out on the material from the 
tomb.” 

“I had already spoken to Dave 
Roper about making the 
sword hilt for

me,” Mortimer continued, “as he was familiar with 
the jewelry techniques employed by the craftsmen 
at Sutton Hoo, having replicated virtually all the 
garnet and gold jewelry for me already. Matt Bunker 
had been researching scabbard technologies and was 
keen to make a scabbard for the blade. 

“Vince and I were given an opportunity by the 
British Museum to study the sword out of its case, 
and Vince was able to consult the actual X-rays of 
the find. The latter experience was to prove espe- 
cially fortunate, in that Vince did not see some of the 
things that he was expecting to see.” 

Angela Care Evans, author of The Sutton Hoo Ship 
Burial, deseribes the sword as follows: 

“The blade and its scabbard had corroded 
into one inseparable mass, but radiography 
has revealed that beneath the corrosion the 
iron of the blade has survived sufficiently well 
in restricted areas for an interpretation of its 
structure to be possible ... The radiographs sug- 



gest that it was built up of four bundles of seven 
rods twist-forged in an alternating pattern and 
lying back to back with four more bundles of 
seven rods. The bundles of rods twist alternately 
to right and left, forming a double band of the 
characteristic herringbone pattern that is one 
of the most distinctive features of such blades. 

The twisted bands alternate with straight bands 
along the length of the blade.” ^ 

After Mortimer contacted me about helping 
replicate the sword, I made arrangements with 
Dr. Janet Lang at the British Museum to view the 
radiographs of the Sutton Hoo blade. While studying 
the original radiograph I realized that I was not 
seeing a complete twist in the twisted portions of 
the bars. When a layered bar of steel is twisted, the 
layers form a spiral, or a helix, through the centre of 
the bar. When viewed from the surface, the bar ap- 
pears as a series of diagonal lines, but if you were to 
look through the bar, you would also see the backside

of the twist as an opposing set of diagonal lines that 
should form X’s on a radiograph. The Sutton Hoo 
radiograph appears to show only one set of diagonal 
lines, leading me to believe that the back side of the 
twisted bars may have been removed, possibly by 
splitting the bars lengthwise. 

By splitting one series of four core bars length- 
wise, inverting one side — hilt to point — and welding 
the bars back together, the results are the offset 
twist and straight series that the radiograph shows.

The herringbone pattern points in the same direction 
on both faces of the blade. 

Although one cannot conclude that this was the 
method that was used to forge the core of the original 
Sutton Hoo sword blade, it offers a plausible method 
that conserves materials and labor, as the blade- 
smith is only forging and twisting four core bars 
instead of eight. 

Regarding a fuller in the blade, Lang commented, 
“I have no recollection of seeing any evidence of a 
fuller, but a careful examination might give more 
information on this point. And there isn’t any indica- 
tion that a fuller had been forged, either, because the 
radiographic film density does not increase along the 
blade axis, showing that the metal thickness had not 
been reduced along the middle of the blade.” 

Mortimer added, “On examining the Mound 1 
sword, it became apparent that it didn’t have a fuller, 
which was another departure from the established 
Tacts’ about the sword; there was no sign of one in 
the cross-section of the blade at the top of the scab- 
bard/blade mass. Conveniently, the handle ensemble 
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broke away from the lower part of the sword, long 
before the grave was excavated, and we were able to 
view the top of the blade. In fact the blade appears to 
be lenticular [lens shaped] on both sides, if slightly 
flattened in the central sections.” 

He continued, “The original report states that the 
remnant grip was made from wood. However, there 
are a number of reasons for thinking that this is 
unlikely. First, the archaeologist, Esther Cameron, 
had re-examined the grip and believed that it was 
made of horn. Also, nearly all such grips on Anglo- 
Saxon swords of the period, where the material can 
be identifled, are of horn. I therefore asked Dave 
Roper to make the grip of horn.” 

“The upper and lower guard were each composed of 
a sandwich of two gold plates, enclosing an unidenti- 
fled organic material, so on the replica, we again used 
horn,” Mortimer explained. “The material had to be 
very strong, because on the lower guard, where the top 
of the blade penetrates the lowest gold plate, it is the 
organic material, alone, that must take and absorb the 
stresses from the blade when the sword is in use.” 

Fine & Delicate to Make 

“The two flligree clips were also made of solid 
gold on the original and are flne and delicate to 
manufacture,” he concluded. “The garnet-jeweled 
pommel not only required slightly different pattern- 
ing on each side, but also flne waffle-patterned gold 
foils behind the jewels in order to reflect the maxi- 
mum amount of light back to the viewer. The jeweled 
pommel sits over an inner and separate pommel, and 
is then riveted firmly to the upper guard by orna- 
mental, but strong rivets.” 

Many times much emphasis is placed on blade 
and handle details, and scabbards become no more 
than afterthoughts. Due to the historical nature of 
this sword, much research went into the scabbard 
that Bunker fashioned. 

Bunker described the process: “Having been 
asked to make the scabbard for this important sword, 

I made the decision to try to fashion it using only 
materials and techniques that were known to exist at 
the time. It also gave me the opportunity to conduct 
an experiment to test a theory I have concerning the 
wooden elements of early English scabbards. 

“Most reconstructions start with thick planks 
of wood that are then chiselled and carved down to 
provide the internal and external profile required,” 
Bunker said. “Yet, no study has been carried out to 
examine the end-grain of the wood to see if this was the

method used. I felt that it was entirely possible to start 
instead with laths that were already of the required 
thickness (usually 2-3mm) and form these to shape 
around the blade. Both methods of production were well 
within the skills of an Anglo Saxon woodworker.” 

“Having acquired some laths of freshly cut green 
poplar, 2mm in thickness, I cut them to shape and 
then lined them with beaver fur (the actual lining is, 
as yet, unidentified, but has been described as Tur’),” 
Bunker explained. 

Snug Scabbard Fitting 

“After this, I applied a casein glue (following the 
recipe written down by Theophilus Presbyter in 
the 12^^ century) to the edges of the lathes and then 
formed them around the blade, using a long linen 
bandage to bind them down tightly. I left it in a 
warm environment for a week. When I unbound the 
scabbard, not only did the laths stay together along 
the glued edges but also the scabbard retained its el- 
liptical cross section when the blade was withdrawn. 
The fur had compressed slightly, resulting in a snug 
but not over-tight fit for the blade.” 

“The original scabbard shows no sign of surface 
decoration but is badly degraded to the extent that 



it’s impossible to tell what, if any, decoration might 
have been present,” Bunker added. “Many English 
scabbards of the period bear traces of decoration but 
this is usually confined to simple patterns of a few 
lines executed in cord-work beneath the surface of 
the leather cover.” 

“Looking further, some of the contemporaneous 
scabbards found in the Royal mounds of Vendel and 
Valsgarde in Sweden show the extent to which scab- 
bards of the period could be decorated. As these scab- 
bards belonged to leaders of the same social status as 
the man from Mound 1 at Sutton Hoo, and because 
there are Scandinavian elements in the burial, Paul 
chose something from one of the Swedish burials as 
the basis for the decoration for his scabbard, specifi- 
cally the twin- serpent design from Valsgarde 6.” 

“The leather that I used for the cover was an oak- 
tanned calf skin, approximately 1.5mm in thickness, 
formed around the core, cut to shape, cased and then 
stitched up the back with linen thread,” Bunker 
related. “Once dry, I re-cased the front of the scab- 
bard and, using smooth bone and antler tine tools, I 
worked the leather into and around the design.” 

“The Mappae Clavicula (a collection of recipes 
thought to have been compiled originally in the 6 ^^

century) gives instructions on how to dye leather red, 
green, yellow and purple. I thought that a deep red 
color would contrast well with the gold and garnet 
fittings of the sword and scabbard, so I examined the 
medieval recipes for anything that might indicate how 
to achieve this without resorting to cinnabar, which, 
being ore of mercury, is highly toxic,” Bunker detailed. 

“A few recipes mentioned kermes (a small insect 
similar to the Central American cochineal, which 
is found around the southern and eastern Mediter- 
ranean and reputedly the most expensive of medieval 
dyestuffs) and, as luck would have it, I had a small 
supply. After some experimentation, I was able to 
produce a good, strong dark red color using kermes, 
wood ash and water, which I used to dye the scabbard 
leather. This I then dressed with a mixture of bees- 
wax and linseed oil, which not only sealed the leather 
and provided a degree of waterproofing, but also. 



when buffed, gave a deep shine to the whole piece.” 

Mortimer exclaimed, “Many Anglo-Saxon swords 
have binding at the top of the scabbard. In the case of 
Sutton Hoo it was fine linen tape. Dariusz Wiewiorka 
made the tapes for me using two slightly different 
tapes so that the overlay could be seen. Although 
the weave can be detected on the original, the colors 
cannot, so I chose yellow as, together with the red 
scabbard, they would seem to reflect the predominant 
colors from the personal items from the grave.” 

The man buried at Sutton Hoo must have been 
magnificent to behold in his regalia, and new ar- 
chaeological finds are giving us a clearer view of the 
splendor of these ancient warriors.

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The Art Knife Goes 
International 

First America and now the world seemingly 
has an insatiable appetite for art knives

e dashed in, scratched his bid on a notepad 
just before deadline, and voild, purveyor Steve 
D’Lack zapped my chance at buying that rare 
6 -inch Jurgen Steinau art knife. No problem, Steve 
is a good friend, and acquiring scarce knives is a 
competitive sport. At this three-hour extravagan- 
za — the Art Knife Invitational (AKI) — 175 collectors 
and buyers from the world over vie in an exclusive 
arena for knives that 25 of the planet’s best makers

specially fashioned for the occasion. 

Why did collector Daisy Zeng fly in from Chongq- 
ing, China, for a three-hour show? And how about 
Russian purveyor Anton Poseshchennyy of N-K 
Studio Knives, who won the “bid up” privilege of 
buying one knife? Serious art knife connoisseurs are 
drawn to the AKI like flies to a ripe mango. 

They come from France, China, Italy, Russia, 
Canada, Germany and Indonesia to fork out $175 for 
an admission ticket and the “chance to win” (buy) a 
knife. Crazy, many would say. Others would call it 
stupid. Yet art knife collecting has driven the AKI to 
be the dream of international and U.S. buyers. 

The brain behind the AKI, low-key, understated 
Phil Lobred, who experienced a slow take-off at his 
first show, recalls, “In my early days of knife collect- 
ing, I have to admit that I saw this oldest and most 
useful of all hand tools as a utility item only, certain- 
ly not art. But the art knife scene was only a flicker

on the horizon back then. It seemed to me that what 
was needed was a show that catered to these special 
knives and to the collectors who wanted them.” 

“Get the right makers together with the right 
collectors,” Lobred stresses. “It was such a new 
concept that the makers were not very committed, 
and even though it was free to the collectors (and 
completely catered), when I opened the doors only 18 
people walked in. I was devastated. The show was 
financially successful, though, so I decided to try it 
again in 1984.” 

“We are now 20 years into the second phase of the 
AKI, and each show has done a bit better financially 
than the one before it. Our format is being copied 
by other shows. I will keep promoting it as long as 
my health holds up and the makers want me at the 
helm. As I wrote in 1983, Art Knives by important 
makers are rapidly gaining in popularity as unique 
collectables.’” 

Every collector who pays the steep admission fee 



to try their luck at “winning” a sought-after art knife 
from a renowned maker receives a book of personal- 
ized tickets for bidding or buying. Each maker, on 
the other hand, chooses how his three to eight knives 
are sold: via a fixed price, an open bid or a “bid-up.” 

Highest Bid Wins 

At the AKI, a “bid-up” is an open notepad sitting 
next to a knife at a maker’s table. Any time after 10 
a.m., an interested party places his or her bidding 
price on the pad for all to see, and along comes 
another suitor, looks at the previous bid, and if so 
moved, dashes down a higher bid. The bidding closes 
between noon and 1 p.m. — no one knows exactly 
when in an effort to prevent shoving and fighting a 
minute or two before 1 p.m. An open bid is simply 
writing down a bid and putting it in a box “blindly” 
without knowing what others have bid. The highest 
bid wins the knife in either scenario. 

After the frenzy starts at 10 a.m., the knives are

chased until the whistle blows at 1 p.m. If all the 
makers’ knives were evenly parceled out, each buyer 
would take home half a knife. Now that’s competi- 
tion! 

Who in their right mind flies 15,000 miles to 
subject themselves to this pressure? Could it be the 
super open-bar lunch at the show, or the Saturday 
night awards banquet that is exquisitely presented? 
No! It’s the excitement and expectation of acquiring 
a knife that would take 10 years to get directly from 
one of these prestigious makers. 

Nordic Knives owner Dave Harvey, producer 
of the biennial Solvang Custom Knife Show, held 
opposite years to the AKI, paints this broad stroke 
of the art knife market: “The worldwide desirability 
of custom knives has seen solid growth over the past 
decade. Worldwide access to this wonder we call the 
'Internet’ is the main reason, of course. Beyond that 
we have seen many citizens of countries like China 
and Russia experiencing new wealth.” 

“The Internet and the relative ease of interna- 
tional shipping has now made the world a much 
smaller place, as reaching potential customers in 
the far corners is no longer an expensive or daunting 
task,” Harvey adds. “What is all of this doing to the 
art knife collecting fleld? Well, of course it is driving 
up demand for these and other knives, which natu- 
rally results in higher prices/values, as the supply 
of art knives remains small, relatively speaking. It’s 
important to note that all of this has not solely been 



driven by international demand. Demand in the U.S. 
remains positive, and we have seen an increase in 
buyers of flne blades here also.” 

“The Solvang Show and AKI are seeing increased 
participation in international makers and buyers. This 
is a natural offshoot of our shrinking world and the 
true global economy that has developed over the past 
20 years,” he concludes. “Both shows have formats 
and collectors that drive the makers to create their 
best work. The result is those attending get to view an 
unprecedented number of outstanding works of art.” 
The talented young Italian knifemaker Em- 
manuel Esposito, who presented knives at his first 
AKI, observes, “I was nervous, too, for the show. It’s 
an honor that you ask my opinion. To me the AKI 
is really the best art knife show on the planet. The 
quality of the knives is definitely at the top. The 
most important collectors are there, and everybody 
is looking forward to seeing what the best makers 
have created for the show. Having a three-hour 
show makes everything more exciting and creates a 
unique atmosphere. I also think the location is very 
important — everybody loves California!” 

An Eastern Influx 

“In the past seven years I’ve seen the knife market 
change a great deal,” Esposito relates. “I think the 
same thing is happening that occurred a few years 
ago in the high-end watch market. It would seem the 
European market has changed more than any other 
market. Few new collectors come from 'old Europe,’ 
but many new knife enthusiasts seem to be showing 
up from the East, such as from Russia and China.” 

“In the past few years at the Milan show, more 
collectors and dealers from eastern countries came 
to buy knives,” he stresses. “I’ve seen the interest 
in European knifemakers grow a great deal. Now, 

I believe that attention is diverting. America still 
has some of the best knifemakers, but many other 
countries are improving the quality of their work and 
bringing new ideas to the knife world.” 

“I believe, in the next three or four years, the 
market will continue to expand, particularly where 
the world of knives is still new,” Esposito predicts. 

“I’ve noticed an increase in the price of art knives. The 
tactical blades are also becoming increasingly popular, 
and I think they are replacing the market spot that art 
knives have lost in past years — the middle range.” 

A former Russian himself, knifemaker Zaza 
Revishvili, winner of the Lenin Award for art merit 
in his youth, is a purveyor of flne knives to Russian 
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knife dealers in Russia and China, 
many with strong websites, showcase high-end 
knives, and there are monthly art knife magazines 
published in these countries. The final factor is the 
loss of confidence in the bond and equity markets. It 
seems people would rather buy goods they can hold 
in their hands and enjoy every day.” 

Poseshchennyy remarks, “That was my first AKI 
ever, and going there was like jumping into some- 
thing I thought I knew but I really didn’t. I did my 
homework, of course. I read reviews, comments and 
articles about the AKI, including the written experi- 
ences of other collectors. But, you know, one can read 
a thousand articles about how to ride a bike and only 
riding it can give you the expertise.” 



Family Gathering 

“I felt like I was invited to a big family gathering. 
Everybody is open and welcoming. They are of dif- 
ferent ages, statuses and backgrounds, but during 
the show they are just one big gang. It all changes 
for three hours — rush hours. Every single collector/ 
purveyor is solely on the hunt for that precious piece 
of art. Those are a frenzied few hours. I was lucky 
enough to get Emmanuel’s dagger. Nothing from 
Steinau, but there were people who got nothing. Of 
course, serious collectors hunt for Steinau, [Wolfgang] 
Loerchner and [Michael] Walker, but prices for them 
just jumped up dramatically. Yes, Russian collectors 
and dealers are new to this world, and we have just 



nobility. “The price of art knives is 
dependent on the buyers’ financial 
status,” he reasons. “And so far 
there are more wealthy people 
with high disposable income in 
the world than real masterpieces 
available.” 

Knife Legends’ purveyor Paul 
Shindler reports, “The impact of 
wealthy new foreign collectors and 
dealers on the art knife market 
has pushed up retail prices on 
a small number of pieces by 
super-elite makers to new highs. 

It has also increased competition, 
since there are so few available. 
Foreign buyers account for only a 
small percentage of the super-elite 
knife purchases, while American 
collectors are still the primary 
buyers, leaving most of the foreign 
buyers to compete for the remain- 
ing few. That can elevate prices to 
even greater heights. Record prices 
were achieved at the most recent 
AKI, but those records were set 
by American collectors and not by 
foreign buyers alone. 

“The boom in Chinese and Rus- 
sian collectors today is primarily 
the result of a new, large wealthy 
class in those countries interested 
in all manner of luxury goods. It is 
not a stretch to see the collecting 
of high-end art knives as part of 
this trend. A number of serious art

begun developing art knife culture in our country. It 
will take some time, but I am sure that Russians are 
able to appreciate truly unique craftsmanship.” 

Dan Favano, owner of I.Q. Knives, deals in the 
world’s most desirable knives, and opines, “I am see- 
ing a large increase at each AKI of overseas buyers, 
and it’s due to new wealth around the globe, the AKI 
as the mother lode of the best, and the astonish- 
ing ongoing improvement of design and precise 
craftsmanship of the AKI’s 25 makers. In the last 10 
years, the attraction of the art knife has been greatly 
influenced by the continuum from utility to art.” 



“Recently the upper echelon 
of art knife collectors has 
made confldent purchases, con- 
vinced that the appreciation in 
value and aesthetic appeal will 
continue their upward trend, 
and knowing that true value 
has a rock-solid history. Since 
more and more collectors are 
chasing fewer and fewer top 
knives, this tends to reduce 
a collectors’ flnancial risk,” 
Favano reasons. 

Zeng remarks, “Being 
Chinese, it endowed me with 
such an honor to be invited 
to attend the AKI, and then 
I truly realized the supreme 
signiflcance of it. I started 
international knife collect- 
ing in a way that I guess is 
similar to the experience of 
many collectors, at first, being 
attracted by a picture on the 
Internet. 

“I purchased my first art 
knife at age 27, and I can 
remember it was a fixed blade 
priced around $600. For me at 
that time it was a big amount 
of money but still affordable. 
And in fact, for about $300, 
there are still many pieces 
available that will allow you 
to get a good start in art knife 
collecting,” she notes. 

“Modern art knives have 
expanded my three main ar- 
eas of discipline: design style, 
material and decoration, and 
structure and function,” Zeng adds. “My collecting 
style changed in the past years, and those changes 
were all based on new experiences in my own life. 
Studying what I’ve collected over the last few years 
is like being able to see my inner self in a magical 
mirror. This is a fantastic experience to me. 

“Most knife guys are straightforward and 
simple, but many have a good sense of the romantic. 
When we talk to each other about knives, the feel- 
ing evoked is as if we’ve been old friends for years 
despite differences in age and location.”

secret knives in jurisdictions of the United States 
that still respect freedom and knife rights. Here are 
some of the secret knives that California thinks are 
intrinsically evil and require laws prohibiting them: 

1. An “air gauge knife,” which is a “ device that 
appears to be an air gauge but has concealed 
within it a pointed, metallic shaft that is 
designed to be a stabbing instrument and is 
exposed by mechanical action or gravity, and 
locks into place when extended.” 

2. A “belt buckle knife,” or in other words “... a 
knife that is made an integral part of a belt 
buckle and consists of a blade with a length of 
at least 2 1/2 inches.” 

3. A “cane sword,” which “ ... means a cane, swag- 
ger, stick, staff, rod, pole, umbrella or similar 
device, having concealed within it a blade that 
may be used as a sword or stiletto.” 

4. A “lipstick case knife,” or “ ... a knife enclosed 
within and made an integral part of a lipstick 
case.” 



I suggest we bring some normality hack to this 
country and say if you are carrying a knife, there must 
he zero tolerance.

T here are some people who irrationally hate 

knives. Sometimes it might be necessary to not 
offend them or to not bring undue attention to 
oneself. A secret knife is a hidden knife. Knives can 
be carried concealed on the body, and thus consid- 
ered secret or hidden, but that’s more commonly 
known as concealed carry. 

This article focuses on knives that are hidden 
or disguised as something else — as items that don’t 
offend the anti-knife crowd and avoid the suspicion of 
the law (though this may backfire if an officer discov- 
ers the disguised knife, and thus considers it illegally 
concealed). Many of these pieces are fascinating and 
clever in their design. 

California has a number of laws that prohibit 
secret knives. The state’s laws provide a lot of good 
ideas for knifemakers who want to build and sell

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5. A “shohi-zue’' which “ means a staff, crutch, 
stick, rod or pole concealing a knife or blade 
within it, and that may be exposed by a flip of 
the wrist or by a mechanical action.” 

6. An “undetectable knife,” or “ ... any knife or 
other instrument, with or without a hand 
guard, that satisfles all of the following 
requirements: (a) It is capable of ready use 
as a stabbing weapon that may inflict great 
bodily injury or death, (b) It is commercially 
manufactured for use as a weapon, (c) It is not 
detectable by a metal detector or magnetom- 
eter, either handheld or otherwise, which is set 
at standard calibration.” 

7. A “writing pen knife,” which “ . . . means a 
device that appears to be a writing pen but has 
concealed within it a pointed, metallic shaft 
that is designed to be a stabbing instrument 
and is exposed by mechanical action or grav- 
ity that locks it into place when extended or 
pointed. The metallic shaft is exposed by the 
removal of the cap or cover on the device.” 

California’s “bad” knife list unfortunately seems 
to have had national influence. eBay bans many of

these types of knives, particularly “hidden or dis- 
guised knives, such as air gauge knives, belt buckle 
knives, lipstick case knives or writing pen knives.” 
Sound familiar? This policy is arbitrary. It would be 
one thing if eBay simply prohibited sales to persons 
in jurisdictions that barred these items, but instead 
everyone suffers for California’s knife bigotry. 

Let’s take a closer look at what California 
has chosen to ban. Air gauge knives are appar- 
ently blades concealed in an air gauge that are “ . . . 
exposed by mechanical action or gravity, and lock 
into place . . .” This is vague. What is “mechanical 
action?” Would a simple tool with a locking blade and 
an air gauge be prohibited? Mechanical action could 
arguably be opening a folding knife blade with two 
hands, or a thumbnail using a nail nick. California 
must have had rash of crimes committed with air 
gauge knives necessitating such a useless ban. 

Belt buckle knives are also prohibited. Belt buckle 
knives have the practical advantage of being acces- 
sible by one’s gun hand when carrying a gun on the 
belt. Normally, if a gun is on one’s strong side, a knife 
must be carried on the weak side, but a belt buckle 
knife allows for strong-hand access. Additionally, 
flxed-blade belt buckle knives are usually carried 
horizontally. This is a safer carry, particularly for a 
hunter in a tree stand, to whom a fall might mean a 
flxed blade penetrating its sheath and jabbing into 
the hunter’s leg. Some manufacturers of belt buckle 
knives include Bowen, Gerber, United and Valor. 

Sword canes and sword umbrellas seem to have 
been around for as long as there have been canes 
and umbrellas. Many are quite collectable. I have an 
American sword cane dating to the late 1700’s. The 
sword has a gold etching of 13 rings inter-locked, 
which was the symbol of the newly formed United 
States. Sword umbrellas were made famous by the 
old British The Avengers television show in which 
Daniel Patrick Macnee played the secret agent John 
Steed who carried his trademark sword umbrella. 

Of course a cane, or a sword for that matter, can be 
used as a weapon, but why let logic get in the way of 
a knife ban law? 

A “shobi-zue” is a staff, crutch, stick, rod or pole 
concealing a blade that may be exposed by a flip of 
the wrist or by a mechanical action. Sword canes or 
sword umbrellas might qualify as shobi-zues. Again 
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the vague “mechanical action” term is used. Some 
ski poles or even scratch awls that have retracting 
spikes might meet the definition of being a shobi-zue. 

The lipstick case knives I’ve seen require the caps 
to be removed, and when the bottom is twisted, a 
blade rises out of the case instead of lipstick. My good 
friend Rep. Jenn Coffey, who spearheaded with me 
the successful effort to repeal New Hampshire’s knife 
laws, has a small business selling these knives and 
other cool items. Her book is called Knives, Lipstick 
and Liberty, and details her fight for knife rights. Her 
website is www.kniveslipstickandliberty.com. 

She also sells writing-pen knives — pens that 
conceal blades. Could these knives end pointless 
writing?! They do provide one with a functional pen, 
if needed. The blade remains safely contained inside 
the metal pen tube until it is needed. Victorinox, the 
maker of Swiss Army Knives, manufactures a pen 
that has a Swiss Army Knife in it and a Swiss Army 
Knife that has a pen in it. 

Poorly Worded Law 

Undetectable knives are defined as “ ... any knife 
or other instrument ...” that is capable of ready use 
as a stabbing weapon, and that may inflict great 
bodily injury or death. They are commercially manu- 
factured to be used as weapons and not detectable by 
a metal detector or magnetometer. So therefore any 
knife solely made from titanium, plastic, ceramic, 
polymer, wood or any other material with no mag- 
netic signature is banned in California, as long as it 
was made to be a weapon. If it was made to be a tool 
or a decoration, then apparently it’s okay. In order to 
avoid arrest and conviction you must know the intent 
of the manufacturer. This is a poorly written law. 

The infamous “CIA Letter Opener” is an “unde- 
tectable knife” commonly seen for sale at gun and 
knife shows. Lansky makes the LS17, which is a 
short, double-edged fixed blade fashioned from ABS 
plastic. An excellent executive carry method for these 
lightweight knives is behind one’s necktie. 

Cold Steel has a wide selection of “undetectable” 
knives that the company does not sell in the state of 
California. This includes their “Nightshade” series 
and knives like the Delta Dart — an 8-inch-Iong, 
V^-inch- diameter spike that weighs a half- ounce. 

Its handle is knurled and the butt is rounded and 
smooth. It boasts excellent piercing power and has 
been driven though a V 2 -inch-thick piece of leather. 

Blackie Collins offered a “Personal Self Defense 
Knife.” This was a folding, button- operated, non-metal- 



lic knife featuring a beryllium copper spring-assisted 
opening mechanism. It was 100 percent non-magnetic 
and could be easily sharpened. A thumb stud on the 
blade assisted in one-hand opening. The handle was 
made of virtually indestructible poly-resin, and the 
2. 75 -inch blade came serrated or non-serrated. Overall 
length was 6.5 inches with a weight of 1.4 ounces. 

“Coin knives” fortunately did not make California’s 
ban list. A coin knife is a coin that conceals a knife 
blade. Often it consists of the obverse and reverse of a 
coin split in half down the edge, with two half-moon- 
shaped blades in between the coin halves. In 2001, 
the U.S. federal government sold a genuine U.S. silver

dollar that included 
a double-bladed 
hidden knife. 

For just $75, an online shopper could have 
purchased this government-sanctioned secret knife, 
and had it shipped overnight. It weighed approxi- 
mately one ounce and came in a black velvet box, the 
coin knife being “guaranteed for one year against 
any manufacturing defect.” According to the Mint’s 
online catalog, the coin featured a knife blade and 
nail file that opened from either side of the coin. The 
item was even antiqued to give it an aged appear- 
ance. Soon after 9/11, the Mint pulled the silver 
dollar knife from sale, making it one of the most 
desirable and collectable of secret coin knives. 

During World War II the S.O.E. and O.S.S. (prede- 
cessor to today’s CIA) provided covert knives for their 
agents. Various types of blades included lapel knives, 
thumb knives, sleeve daggers, shoe knives and even a 
bicycle pump knife. They were used in missions of sabo- 
tage, assassination and close combat in clandestine 
operations. Lapel knives, designed to be hidden and 
sewn-in behind jacket lapels, were easily withdrawn 
and brought into play. They had a small double-edged 
blade that was effective in hand-to-hand combat. 

Wearable Wares 

Thumb knives were larger than lapel knives and 
had sheaths made to be hidden in clothing. Sleeve 
daggers were steel spikes that had sheaths for 
strapping to an arm or sewing into a hidden clothing

spot. Shoe knives were made to fit under the sole 
of the foot or come out of a heel. Reproductions of 
these famous secret knives have been produced by a 
number of companies. 

Money clip knives are a common hidden knife 
variation. Many are simple rectangular frames with 
a knife on one side and a nail file on the other. Styl- 
ish folks often get them engraved with their initials. 
Colonial, Imperial, Zippo and many others have all 
made them at one time or another. The Columbia 
River K.I.S.S. knife is a locking blade doubling as a

money clip, and comes complete with a pocket clip. 

Credit card knives have become popular. As 
their name implies, most resemble credit cards, 
some simply being fixed blades that slide into a 
wallet. The Boker Plus version is a locking folder 
resembling a credit card that is slim enough to fit 
into a wallet. The Iain Sinclair CardSharp Knife has 
a 2.6-inch blade and an ingenious design. The blade 
swings out from the credit- card- shaped frame, and 
the card frame becomes the handle. 

Key ring knives have been around seemingly 
since the dawn of the automobile. EKA of Sweden 
made a nice key ring knife with a blade and bottle 
opener, and of course the Swiss Army “Classic” 
hangs on many a key ring but that, of course, is 
recognizable as a knife. 

Combs that contain blades have been made in 
many variations. AI Mar Knives offered the “Wild 
Hair,” which is a metal comb on one end and a knife 
on the other. The knife end slides into a nylon pouch, 
and when so positioned, it looks like it’s only a comb. 
United Cutlery sells a plastic comb with a handle that 
pulls away to reveal a double-edge blade. This comb 
comes in pink, which eliminates even more suspicion. 

Hold a toothbrush over a flame and pull each 
end, and it will create a sharp stabbing point as 
it stretches and cools. I guess at some point a do- 
gooder will try to outlaw toothbrushes. I own or 
have seen blades hidden in keys, crosses, rings, wall 
sculptures, pendants, antlers, bracelets, cartridges, 
shot shells, playing cards, rulers, lollipop sticks, 
letter openers, cell phones, watches, guns, gas tank 
caps, batons, billy clubs, dolls, lighters, cigarette 
packs and even dominoes. This list is by no means 
exhaustive. With imagination just about anything 
can conceal a knife. 
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Knife Trading Along 
Emigrant Trails

T he story of knives used during the westward 
expansion of the United States can tell us 
many things about the men and women who 
followed the emigrant trails west, settled there, the 
type of work they did, even the kind of people they 
were. Like the diversity of the country itself, early 
knives were a blend of techniques and materials 
taken from the indigenous tribes of the Americas 
as well as from immigrants to the country. Europe. 
Africa. Asia. All made their contribution to the 
knife, one of the most essential items on the western 
emigrant trails. 

Tim Ridge of Swamp Fox Knives specializes in 
reproductions of hand-forged knives from frontier 
days. He said, “In the early years of 
the United States there were still a lot 
of imports coming over from England. 

Blades were shipped over by the barrel 
load. When shipments from England 
didn’t arrive, local blacksmiths started 
making knives, which turned into a cot- 
tage industry throughout the country. A 
lot of what they used early on were trade 
knives. The sword makers and finer 
cutlers turned out some of the better 
knives, and it evolved into the 1800s.” 

The migration west began almost as 
soon as Europeans first stepped foot onto 



Plymouth Rock, but it wasn’t until the 1800s that 
people began trickling into the Oklahoma Territory. 
With the California Gold Rush, that trickle grew, 
and waves of mostly men, but also some women, 
began flowing across the Mississippi River and on to 
the Pacific Coast. 

African Americans escaping slavery and prejudice 
made up a small but significant percentage of early 
cowboys. Vaqueros and adventurers from Latin 
America also felt the lure of the Pacific Coast and 
came riding their horses north. And immigrants 
didn’t just come overland. Ships brought arrivals from 
China, Japan, the Pacific Islands and elsewhere. 

Western pioneers were highly dependent upon 
each other for survival. Access to markets for trade 
could sometimes mean a matter of life or death 
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During the 1800s, shiploads of blades often arrived from 
England. This George Wostenholm, Sheffield, England,

during the harsh winters. One 
westward expansion supply list advertised a knife 
with whetstone for $2.50, an axe for $3 and a hatchet 
for $2. A good blade was essential. While supply lists 
and early journals can give us clues about what life 
was like during the 1800s, there are still many holes. 

Neven Gibbs, who defines himself as a cowboy. 
Native American and lay sociologist, said you have 
to know where to look for missing information. He 
noted, “All I have is a general knowledge passed 
down. Trade knives, goods and U.S. history have 
an interwoven past that has an applied knowledge 
effect on delving into the social behaviors of civiliza- 
tions of the past.” 

Frontier Characters 

Let’s look at some of the characters that settled 
the West and how their knives can help fill in some 
of the holes. 

The mountain man era was over by the time 
settlers began pouring across the Mississippi like 
spawning salmon, but the impact of these early 
traders was significant on the development of the 
West. Knives from this time were generally sturdy, 
inexpensive and practical — fixed blades with half 
tangs or stick tangs, some of the tangs as short as

of their overall 
handles. 

Chuck Burrows, owner, maker 
and purveyor of handcrafted frontier leatherwork 
and knives at Wild Rose Trading Co., called frontier 
knives “Eastern blades that moved west.” “The steel 
probably came from England or somewhere else in 
Europe,” he surmised. “The handle could be from an 
eastern maple or a deer antler.” 

It would be impossible to name the hundreds of 
Native American civilizations peppered across the 
North American continent during the 1700s and 
1800s, but their influence on the development the 
knife can’t be disputed. The reverse is also true. 

Steel blades shipped from Europe quickly replaced 
bone and stone, while French and English trappers 
adapted some of the design and beadwork from 
indigenous tribes. 

“Mountain men knives” are among the most 
popular reproductions for modern knifemakers. Bur- 
rows and others credit this to TV shows about Daniel 
Boone and Davy Crockett. “Every man of a certain

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age probably 
grew up watch- 
ing Daniel Boone on 
TV” Burrows reasoned. 

J. Russell in Greenfield, 

Mass., first produced Green River 
knives. The factory began making butcher 
knives about 1832-’34 and shipping them 
west. However, the blades that have become 
closely associated with mountain men were 
probably not produced until sometime in the 
1840s after the mountain man era had ended. 

Green River is a little like Shangri-La. The myth 
has gotten so tangled up with facts that much of its 
actual history has been lost. 

Still, there is little doubt that Green River knives 
were some of the best the West had ever seen. A 
typical Green River full-tang hunter was considered 
a topnotch hunting knife, known for holding a sharp 
edge, yet sharpened easily if needed. The term “Green 
River” was soon being used for any knife of high qual- 
ity on the trade routes. Merchants picked up on this, 
as well, and the Green River branding began. 



Cowboy Up 

Nothing evokes the romantic image of the Ameri- 
can West like the cowboy. The cowboy is a cultural 
icon, a symbol of wide-open spaces and individual- 
ism. The reality was sometimes less charming. A 
few historical accounts (whether the generalizations 
are accurate or not), such as one in the Cheyenne 
Daily Leader, claimed cowboys were by and large 
“foulmouthed, blasphemous, drunken, lecherous, 
utterly corrupt.” It went on, “Usually harmless on 
the plains when sober, they are dreaded in towns, for 
then liquor has an ascendancy over them.” 

In reality, and sans negative generalities, 
cowboys came from all walks of life, and with them 
came their knives. Some of the first American cow- 
boys were Native American, mestizo (of European 
and Native American descent) and vaqueros. After 
the Civil War, a large number of African Americans 
headed west in search of lives where they would face 
less discrimination. Many of them became cowboys. 

Dean Laner, who has been making knives for 21 
years, said the basic cowboy knife has not changed

that much 
since the 
1800s. Early 
cowboy knives 
were 5- or 6 -inch 
fixed blades 
with bone or wood 
handles, and could 
be carried in a boot or 
on a belt. With the rise 
of pocketknife manufac- 
turing in the 1800s, 
folding cattle knives 
and stockman folders 
became preferred 
patterns. They would 
be needed for many things 
on the trail, from cutting rope to opening cans. 

And cowboy knives are by and large practical, 
light and fit well in one’s hand. 

As Laner said, “You could whittle wood, cut 
a rope, open a can, stir a stew, skin a fish or an 
animal. Everything was straight to the point.” 

Probably nothing contributed to the West Coast’s 
amalgamation of cultures and characters like the 
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California Gold Rush. Dreams of fortune spurred 
even the unadventurous to take a chance at a new 
life in the relatively unexplored American West. For 
some, unrest at home combined with dreams of a 
new future helped push them into California. During 
this time, a new influence was added to the evolving 
western blade: Asia. 

Asian Influence 

Beginning about 1850, large numbers of Chinese, 
mostly from the Guangdong region in southern China, 
began sailing across the Paciflc to San Francisco. 

They were part of a large migration of men and 
women fleeing political corruption and a poor economy 
for a more hopeful future in the United States. They 
called this new land Gam Saan or Gold Mountain. 

Many went to work mining for gold, and for these 
miners, knives were crucial to their survival, as it 
was illegal for Chinese to own a gun. Some historical 
accounts tell of attacks on Chinese mining camps 
where the residents, armed only with knives, were 
murdered or driven into the hills. Not all these 
attacks were from Anglo miners, either. Disputes 
between tongs (Chinese societies) over claims were 
known to end in vicious knife battles. In fact, Chi- 
nese Camp, a Gold Rush mining town, in Tuolumne 
County, Calif., was the scene of some of the worst 
carnage of the era and is reputedly the spookiest 
ghost town in the West! 

The Chinese Temple in Oroville, Calif, houses 
an extensive collection of artifacts from these early 
immigrants, including a selection of knives. Most com- 
mon are the heavy cleavers that chop through bones 
with a single blow and are a mainstay in the Chinese 
kitchen. Like the earlier English blades, boxes of these 
cleavers were often shipped over at a time. 

Other blades that show a more reflned aesthetic 
than the cleaver are also in the museum. A Taoist 
ritual blade, with its handle wound in red twine 
for luck, indicates the importance of faith. A brass 
replica of a knife from the early years of the Qing 
Dynasty (about 1700) suggests someone’s desire to 
hold onto his or her history. There’s even a mini- 
beheading knife on display. 

Every era has its outlaws, its opportunists and 
high fliers, and in the Old West, the gambler fit the 
bill. Gamblers liked to dress fine and their knives 
were more for show than practical use. Not that 
there was no thought of practicality. A gambler was 
far more likely to have a fixed blade that was easy to 



reach than a folding knife. 

Bob Wood of Old West Antiques said, “Envision 
you are seated at a poker table in a saloon in Tomb- 
stone, Arizona Territory, 1882. The cowboy across 
the table from you has just lost all his money to you, 
and he wants it back. He jumps out of his chair and 
starts to climb across the table. You have two knives 
on you. One is a folding knife deep in your back 
pants pocket. The other is a straight-bladed knife, 
and since it doesn’t fit in your pants pocket, you have 
it in a scabbard in your vest pocket. Which one can 
you get to quickest? These guys faced death daily, 
and the gun and knife were tools that allowed them 
to live another day.” 

The Bowie Blows Into Town 

The bowie knife is named after Col. Jim Bowie, 
the 19^^ century soldier, mercenary and pioneer who 
gained fame in Louisiana at the Sandbar fight, a 
duel that turned into a brawl during which Bowie 
was pummeled, shot, stabbed, beaten, kicked and 
thrashed more severely than should have been 
humanly possible. But Bowie survived. His legend 
grew and the knife he reputedly used became the 
prototype for the bowie knife. 

According to the Historic Arkansas Museum, the 
knife Bowie carried had been given to him by his 
brother who bought it from James Black, a blacksmith 
whose blades were copied by cutlers in Sheffield, 
England. These knives were then sold in America as 
Arkansas toothpicks. Before long the terms Arkansas 
toothpicks and howie knives were being used inter- 
changeably, sometimes for similar knives. 

There are also some similarities between bowie 
knives and short Mexican swords, and Ridge said 
it’s conceivable bowies evolved from Mexican pieces. 
“Knives were coming for trade from every country,” 
he proposed. “A blacksmith might see a knife and 
make his version of it, but make it a little different, 
give it a different twist.” 

The bowie knife enjoyed a revival in the 1950s 
and continues to be popular today, with each blade- 
smith taking his or her own slant on the style. Ridge 
said, “Jim Bowie turned everyone into knife fanatics. 
It was like a craze descended on the whole country.” 

The bowie knife might be seen as both the ending 
and beginning of an era. Its origins were the Old 
West and the emigrant trails it traveled, but it has 
transcended time and evolved into one of today’s 
most popular blades. 
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Feeding His 
Fixed-Blade Fixation 

It all Started when the author, as a teenager, bought 
a boot knife while at a store with his mom

y interest in personal-defense knives began as 
a teenager in the mid 1970’s, thanks primarily 
to my twisted but pragmatic circle of martial 
arts instructors and training partners. Although we 
all carried folders with aftermarket or jury-rigged 



one-hand opening devices, the era of the purpose- 
designed “tactical folder” had yet to dawn. For serious 
defensive use, the tool of choice at that time was a 
small fixed blade generically known as a “boot knife.” 
Simpler, fast, and, at least at the time, more capable 
than a folder, boot knives ruled. And the more I 
learned about knife tactics, the more convinced I was 
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Another favorite was the Gerber Guardian, shown with a rare carry accessory kit and an even rarer original pencil 
drawing by the designer, R.W. Loveless. 
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The late Col. Rex Applegate had a keen eye for knife design. These prototypes, handmade by Bill Harsey, all have the 
matching serial number 002. From left to right they include the Applegate-Fairbairn Folder, a Mini Smatchet, two A-F

that I had to have a boot knife. 

My wish came true on my 15^^ birthday when 
I walked into a local gun shop with my mom and 
asked to see what was then regarded as the pinnacle 
of the breed — a Gerber Mark I. As I stared at it wide 
eyed, my mother explained to the shop owner that 
it was my birthday and that I had been saving for 
weeks to buy that specific knife. 

Impressed by my determination, he thought about 
it a moment and asked, “Son, how much would you 
like to pay for that knife?” I pointed to the price tag 
and answered, “Sir, it says right here that it’s $37.50.” 
He laughed a bit and countered, “I know how much it’s 
supposed to be, but how much do you want to pay?” A 
few minutes later I walked out of the store $30 lighter, 
but with a special memory and the seeds of a lifelong 
passion for fixed-blade personal- defense knives. 

In today’s world where even thinking about a 
knife in school could be grounds for expulsion, you 
might be wondering why a high school student would 



need a boot knife. The honest answer is that I didn’t 
need one — I wanted one. I also knew that if I wanted 
to carry it. I’d have to conceal it well and stay out 
of trouble. More importantly, if I did get in trouble, 

I needed to worry more about my parents’ wrath 
than anything the school would do to me. It was a 
different time — one of accountability and personal 
responsibility — so I learned to be discreet. 

Around that time, I also learned about the 
groundbreaking writings of the late David E. Steele 
in his “Steele on Knives” columns in Soldier of For- 
tune magazine and his book Secrets of Modern Knife 
Fighting. Steele’s work was some of the only hard- 
core information available back then on self-defense 
knives, knife tactics, and carry and concealment 
methods. I read and reread everything he wrote and 
used it to steer the direction of my knife collecting 
and my carry methods. 

My original Mark I typically rode inside my 
waistband at the small of my back. Since the sheath’s 
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Bud Nealy’s versatile Multi-Concealment Sheath (MCS) system revolutionized fixed-biade carry and conceaiment and 
featured rare-earth magnets for retention. It is shown here with one of his damascus Aikuchi knives. 



spring clip only supported vertical carry and I was 
a relatively skinny kid, carrying the Mark I wasn’t 
always pleasant. To solve that problem, I invested 
in another time-honored classic boot knife — an A.G. 
Russell “Sting.” Its shorter length made it much more 
comfortable to carry, but the high-mouthed sheath left 
little of the handle exposed, hindering a quick draw. 

Since this was back in the days before Kydex®, the 
only logical thing to do was to learn some leatherwork- 
ing skills and start experimenting with carry and 
concealment positions. Although my early efforts were 
crude, I eventually turned out some pretty serviceable 
handmade sheaths, shoulder harnesses, forearm rigs 
and other carry hardware. 

After graduating high school, I served nine years 
in the U.S. Army and five years as a Department of 
Defense civilian. During this period, my collection of 
compact fixed blades continued to grow. I also con- 
tinued to tinker, exploring sheath design and carry 
systems and even making a few knives of my own.

In 1994, 1 left government service to start a video 
production department at Paladin Press. In that role, 
one of my primary responsibilities was to work with 
the late Col. Rex Applegate, the close-combat instruc- 
tor for the OSS (Office of Strategic Services) during 
World War II and one of the world’s leading experts 
in knife combat. Although nearly 80 when I first 
met him. Col. Applegate was still deeply involved in 
fighting knife design and appreciated my interest in 
that and other close-combat topics. At the time, he 
was working with custom knifemaker Bill Harsey on 
boot-knife-sized versions of his iconic designs, so I 
had a front-row seat to that development process and 
all the details it entailed. 

Although my budget was limited, my boss at Pala- 
din, Peder Lund, had a standing order with Harsey 
for exact duplicates of everything he made for Col. 
Applegate. Serial number 001 belonged to the Colonel; 
002 belonged to Lund — at least initially. Years later, I 
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Cutlery Shoppe’s Gryphon M-10 is a classic boot knife designed by Bob Terzuoia. Shown here (from top to bottom) are 
originai production pieces in ATS-34, AUS-8 and VG-10 biade steeis, the latter still currently in production. Sheaths 
inciude an originai Cutiery Shoppe production hoister, a chest rig by Survivai Sheath Systems and the current version 
by veteran Kydex wizard Mike Sastre. 



purchased all the 002 models for my collection as last- 
ing reminders of Col. Applegate and his mentorship. 

One of the other perks of working at Paladin was 
attending Soldier of Fortune's annual conventions in 
Las Vegas. That’s where I met Bud Nealy, a talented 
custom knifemaker and an absolute genius in 
concealment sheath design. Nealy’s patented Multi- 
Concealment Sheath (MCS) system pioneered the 
use of rare-earth magnets to hold the knife in the 
sheath, and came complete with Kydex hardware to 
support numerous carry styles and positions. Nealy’s 
MCS system set a new standard in fixed-blade carry 
systems and I had the unique opportunity to feature 
it and his knife designs in a number of reviews for 
knife magazines and in my book Street Steel. 

My network of friends in the knife industry grew 
steadily, and with those relationships came new 
knowledge, opportunities and a deeper understand- 
ing of high-performance fixed blades and conceal- 



ment systems. Jeff Loffer of Cutlery Shop gave me 
an inside track on his Gryphon M-10 boot knife, 
designed by the legendary Bob Terzuoia. The tal- 
ented James Keating then taught the secrets of carry 
and reverse-grip application through his Drawpoint 
video series, while pioneering Kydex craftsman Mike 
Sastre provided custom sheaths for my personal 
M-10 knives. Life was indeed good. 

In 2001 1 wrote a review of several knives made 
by a then-unknown knifemaker named Mike Snody. 
The article kick started Snody’s career as a full-time 
maker, and to show his gratitude he asked me to 
design my “ultimate neck knife.” I had been doing a 
lot of live-blade testing and was convinced that the 
wharncliffe blade profile had potential as a personal- 
defense knife. Snody was skeptical of the design, but 
ultimately made one and did some test cutting of his 
own. That made him a believer, and my Ronin design 
was born. Originally produced only as a custom 
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The author’s first fixed-blade design was the Ronin.

French knifemaker Fred Perrin pioneered the index 
finger hole and deep finger choil— brilliantly simple 
alternatives to a traditional guard.

design, it was later adopted by Spyderco and became 
my first production fixed blade. 

Although manufacturing challenges limited the 
Spyderco Ronin to a single production run, shortly after 
its introduction I met Mickey Yurco. A veteran police 
officer, skilled martial artist and an extremely talented 
knifemaker, Yurco specializes in making small, 
concealable fixed blades housed in functional Kydex 
sheaths. We quickly became friends and my collection 
soon boasted many of Yurco’s creations — including 
several interpretations of my Ronin design. Mickey’s 
work is flawless, and the attention to detail he puts into 
the fit and finish of his knives and sheaths reflects the 
experience of a seasoned armed professional. 

The release of the Ronin also led to my friendship 
with French knifemaker Fred Perrin. In addition to 
his skills as a knifemaker, Perrin is a highly sought- 
after close-combat instructor who was impressed 
with the logic behind the Ronin’s design. Through 
our correspondence, he explained his philosophies 
on knife design, including the index finger hole and 
deep index finger choil that he developed to eliminate 
the need for a guard. 

I soon added several of Fred’s custom La Griffes 
to my collection and was blown away by their func- 
tional simplicity. I followed those purchases with the 
Spyderco Street Beat and Street Bowie of his designs, 
and later many mid-tech knives. Fred is a master of 
hardcore French savate (kickboxing) and old school 
street fighting, and his unique designs reflect a deep 
knowledge of practical, street-proven experience. 

Holster Hardware 

In 2004, 1 accepted an offer from BlackHawk 
Products Group to take charge of their knife brands. 
Masters of Defense and BlackHawk Blades. Black- 
Hawk’s product line already included a variety of 
holsters and related hardware, so one of my first 
stops was the R&D department, where I promptly 
stocked up on every belt loop, paddle attachment, 
screw and snap I could afford as fodder for my sheath 
development. 

Over the five years I worked for BlackHawk, 

I designed and engineered a number of different 
knives, including both large and small fixed blades. 
One of my absolute favorites was the Kalista and 
the sheath system that accompanied it, the TCCS 
(Total Concealed Carry Solution). The Kalista, mean- 
ing “a practitioner of kali” (a Filipino martial art 
renowned for its knife tactics), was intended to be a 
do-all concealable fixed blade large enough to rival a

traditional boot knife, but small enough to work as a 
neck knife. In addition to being fiat and concealable, 

I wanted it to be comfortable in any grip, including 
edge-out and “reverse-edge” grips. Typically that 
requires a relatively neutral handle shape, which can 
make orienting the edge by feel challenging. 

To achieve all this, the Kalista has offset scallops 
at the juncture of the handle and blade. The tang 
on the edge side of the handle also features jimping 
(texturing), while the back of the tang is smooth. 
Together, these features provide an asymmetrical 
feel that allows the user to immediately know which 
way the edge is facing by touch alone, yet enables the 
knife to be comfortably gripped with the edge facing 
in either direction. 

The Kalista’s TCCS sheath system was the 
culmination of years of thought and experimentation

on fixed-blade carry methods. My original inspiration 
was Bud Nealy’s MCS system, but I wanted even 
greater versatility and more options for angular 
adjustment. I started with the injection-molded belt 
and paddle platforms for BlackHawk’s pistol holsters, 
which used a triangular three-hole pattern of mount- 
ing screws for five positions of angular adjustment. 
Durable and versatile, unfortunately the three-hole 
pattern did not work with knife sheaths because one 
of the holes would always be centered on the blade. 

After a lot of thought and experimentation, I 
developed an “adapter plate” to interface between 
the three-hole pattern of the sheath hardware and 
a four-hole pattern in the sheath. The former gave 
me five angles of adjustment. The latter gave me 
four basic orientations. Together, they provided 20 
degrees of angular adjustment around a full 360 -de- 
gree range and worked equally well on both sides of 
the sheath. 

Ultimately, the TCCS system included a paddle, 
a belt attachment, an inside-the-waistband loop, a 
ball chain, all the necessary screws and hardware, 
and complete illustrated instructions. Altogether, 
it provided more than 200 carry positions and was 
fully compatible with BlackHawk’s other holster 
hardware, including shoulder harnesses and MOLLE 
attachments. The hardware package was also 
universal to several fixed-blade designs and is about 
as close to perfect as I’ve gotten when it comes to 
carrying concealable fixed blades. 

Is that as good as it gets? I hope not, because my 
fixed-blade fixation is far from over. 
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Frame-Lock Fever! 

It took time to catch on, but Chris Reeve's integral 
Lock has been around over a quarter century

Y ou’re telling me 
the frame-lock 
folder is over 
a quarter century 
old? Where did the 
time go? There are 
several good reasons 
the frame-lock has 
floated under the 
radar, casually going 
about its business all 
those years. First off, 
unlike the Michael 
Walker LinerLock® 
folder from which it 
spun off, the frame- 
lock takes more 
machining capabili- 
ties to fabricate. A 
locking leaf on a 
LinerLock can be 
made using simple 
tools on thin sheet 
stock. The thick rear 
rail of a frame-lock 
folder, typically craft- 
ed from titanium, 
though other metals 
can be used, takes 
more machining. 

The thick rear 
frame on most 
frame-lock folders 
is more expensive, 
especially when 
using titanium, 
than the thin liners 
of LinerLocks, and 
most knifemakers 
say titanium is much

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harder to work than other metals. The bottom line is 
that frame-locks are difficult to craft. 

Walker’s locking-liner mechanism wasn’t an 
overnight success; it took a radical twist in the knife 
market to catch fire. His early LinerLocks were 
designed in 1980 but didn’t show up in any appre- 
ciable numbers until the late 1980s when custom 
knifemakers gradually started incorporating them 
into their folding knives, which were mostly fine 
gent’s folders at the time. 

Then, in the early 1990s, the combat folder — now 
referred to as the “tactical folder” — appeared on the 
scene in confluence with the Gulf War, and within 
no time Walker’s LinerLock turned the folding knife 
market on its ears. Early tactical folder designers 
like Ernest Emerson, Bob Terzuola, Mel Pardue, Pat 
Crawford and Kit Carson became the hottest custom 
knifemakers on the market. 

Sitting in the background watching from afar 
was a little known South African knifemaker named 
Chris Reeve. A machinist by trade who began mak- 
ing fixed-blade knives on the side in the mid-’80s. 
Reeve had seen and noted Walker’s LinerLock and 
seized on a different way of using the basic design. 
Reeve tells Knives 2015, “In early 1987 I received 
a knife made by Michael Walker and was asked to 
fashion a knife like it. I didn’t like the thinness of 
the LinerLock so I studied the mechanism, acquired 
some 3/16-inch titanium, and started to make what 
we now call a tactical [frame-lock] folder.” 

“I made a couple of prototypes in Africa,” the 
knifemaker continues, “and then approximately 30 
completely handmade knives, all almost identical 
to my Sebenza model, and sold them all. Next, 80 
knives were made with machined handles, and they 
are stamped 'H’ for 'handmade.’ I was not pleased 
with them but they have become collectible. We 
moved to Boise, Idaho, in 1989, and I was so busy 
setting up my shop, I knew, to make the Sebenza 
properly, it needed to be done with CNC equipment. 

In 1991 we got our first CNC machine and went / 
full speed with our production T’ models.” 



A Lock of Many Callers 

It should be noted that Reeve refers to his mecha- 
nism as an “Integral Lock®” and has the copyright 
on that name. It has also been replicated under other 
monikers such as “Mono Lock,” but most enthusiasts 
call it a frame-lock because it is the most apt descrip- 
tion of the lock itself. 

Once Reeve’s operation was up and running, the 
Sebenza folder started selling like hotcakes, and it’s 
still the hottest model in his line today. His success 
with the Integral Lock caught the attention of other 
knifemakers, and some began to wade in. It was far 
from the landslide that accompanied the LinerLock, 
however. The custom knifemakers who embraced the 
frame-lock folder early were master machinists who 
could maneuver the testy waters of producing the 
mechanism. 

Larry Connelley, proprietor of Knifeart.com, 
recalls, “It was the knifemakers with machining 
experience who were able to create the early frame- 
locking custom knives. Some of these makers include 
Allen Elishewitz, Rick Hinderer, Darrel Ralph, and 
Mick Strider and Duane Dwyer of Strider Knives. 
Making a quality frame-lock not only requires basic 
machining knowledge, but also an investment in the 
right equipment.” 

In 2003 the frame-lock took a big leap forward 
when Strider Knives adopted the mechanism for 
their SMF and SnC tactical folders. These models, 
with their unique angular handles, beefy blades 
and rock-solid construction, are still 
highly regarded by users and 
collectors today.

for the frame-lock. Then, in 
2006, their influence would be 
felt again when Zero Tolerance 
(ZT), the upscale tactical arm 
of Kershaw Knives, released 
its 300 series folders. A collaborative 
effort between Kershaw, Strider and 
noted custom knifemaker Ken 
Onion, the ZT 300 had features 
\ not previously seen in manu- 
factured knives. The backside 
featured a beautifully sculpted 
3-D -machined lock design, 
mirrored on the front handle by 
the same pattern in GIO. Onion’s 
hallmark curves are easily 
evident in the bolo-inspired blade 
(with flipper no less!) and sculpted 
handle, and his assisted opening 
system was carried over from his 
rabidly successful designs in the 
Kershaw line. Not surprising, the 
300 series is still a stalwart in the 
Zero Tolerance stable.

ular SnG and SMF tactical folding knives,” notes 
Connelly. “They utilize a variety of handle styles on 
these folders: a standard [flat] grip, a gunner [3-D 
machined, textured] grip and a concealed carry 
[contoured] handle. The SnG and SMF also utilize an 
ambidextrous oval hole and thumb studs as one- 
hand blade opening options. Strider Knives took the 
frame-lock into a distinctly tactical direction with a 
robust build and unique flnish, which includes tiger- 
striped blades and flamed-titanium handles.” 

Strider’s success with the frame-lock unquestion- 
ably broadened the awareness and consumer base 



For the Brutally Tough 

Knifemakers who build 
brutally tough knives often choose 
the frame-lock. Grayman Knives 
is known for extreme tank-like 
construction, and when it came to 
adding a folder to the line a few 
years back, Mike Grayman picked 
the frame-lock design. “We chose to 
go with a frame-lock design mainly 
for its strength, simplicity and 
proven reliability,” he says. “There’s 
just something about a locking 
system that includes the entire 
frame that inspires confldence. It’s extremely robust.” 
Truth is Mike is being modest when he uses the 
word “robust.” His Satu model is an absolute beast, 
and the smaller Dua — his second folder offering — 
doesn’t fall far from the tree. Custom knifemaker 
Dwaine Carrillo tends to make oversized folding 
knives and some, like the Tunnel Rat, are downright 
huge. At 9.5 inches overall with a 5. 75 -inch handle, 
the Tunnel Rat is a force to be reckoned with and, 
you guessed it, it’s a frame-lock! 

Modiflcations geared to make the frame-lock 
more efflcient have been made over the years. Most 
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Rick Hinderer created what might be the most significant tweak 
to the frame-iock: his patented Lock Bar Stabiiizer (the round 
washer-iike part under the pocket ciip and extending 
into the iock cut-out). One of the hottest custom 
knifemakers today, this is Rick’s popuiar XM-18

notable is the Lockbar Stabilizer 
designed by custom knifemaker 
Rick Hinderer, who made 
his first frame-lock, 
the Firetac, in the 
year 2000. “The 
frame-lock 
is a strong 
mecha- 
nism,” 

Hinderer 
remarks, 

“which lends itself well to one-hand usage. Also it 
is a very simplistic lock compared to a LinerLock. I 
feel that it is a safer lock mechanism.” 

But a near accident in 2001 caused him to rethink 
the locking mechanism and improve its design. 

“While using my frame-lock folder on an accident 
scene as a volunteer firefighter, I over extended the 
lock bar when I closed the knife due to a high amount 
of adrenalin. Of course, the blade could close but it 
rendered the knife useless. I knew then that I needed 
to come up with something that would prevent that 
from happening. I also wanted to incorporate a 
solution to the issue of lock movement toward the back

of the handle while gripping the knife tightly. This 
solution is the reason I call my invention the Lockbar 
Stabilizer and not just an over-travel stop.” 

Reeve never felt his Sebenza model needed a 
mechanism like the Lockbar Stabilizer. “It’s a good 
innovation. I don’t think it’s always necessary, but 
in some cases I think it’s an improvement to the 
knife,” he allows. In fact, Reeve’s Umnumzaan folder 
does include a modification to the frame-lock. “We 
included a dock stop’ on the Umnumzaan to keep the 
tension on the locking leaf consistent.” 

In essence, this improvement keeps the leaf 
part of the frame-lock from being inadvertently 
bent outward or over-traveling by the user when 
disengaging the lock. Spyderco used an over-travel 
mechanism on several of its folders dating back to 
the early 1990s. Most recently the 
company incorporated it into 
their frame-lock design 
by knifemaker 
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The A.G. Russell Skorpions, available in large and small models, feature trim stainless steel frame-lock mechanisms. 
These are not your typical brawny frame-locks and their sleek frames make them lightweight and easy to conceal.

Another variation on Hinderer’s Lockbar 
Stabilizer can be found on the Spyderco LionSpy 
frame-lock folder produced by LionSteel of Italy and 
based on the popular SRI folder. Dubbed RotoBlock, 
this mechanism serves as an over-travel stop with an 
added benefit: by turning the top of the RotoBlock, it 
becomes a secondary lock and prevents the leaf from 
disengaging. 

The LionSteel design also has another interesting 
feature on the lock itself. An R.I.L. insert on the 
forward area of the locking leaf contacts the blade 
and assures consistent wear on both components. It 
also guarantees the blade will not hang up should oil 
get between the contact area and blade tang. Frame- 
locks can jam when oil gets into the contact points 
between titanium and stainless steel. LionSteefs 
R.I.L. insert negates the chance of such problems. 

The frame-lock took on a new look in 2008 when 
martial artist Chad Los Banos and Boker Knives 
teamed up to produce a series of small, easily con- 
cealed knives dubbed the Subcom models. Eschewing 
titanium or aluminum for their locks, the frames 



of these super slim folders are made from stainless 
steel approximately 1/16 -inch thick. The knives 
were an instant hit with consumers — so much so 
that Boker would add a handful of other Los Banos 
designs to its line-up, including the Trance and M 
Type folders, all featuring similar trim stainless 
steel frames. More recently A.G. Russell has adopted 
a similar design in his attractive Skorpion series, 
and Kershaw joined the fray with their Cryo I and II 
models. This frame-Iock-on-a-diet concept seems here 
to stay. 

If you want a glimpse into the future, look no fur- 
ther than the Zero Tolerance 777 introduced at the 
2013 BLADE Show. This limited-edition folder has a 
dizzying array of features, among them a frame-lock 
mechanism comprised of a carbon fiber backing plate 
with a titanium sub -frame. 

The frame-lock folder has proven it is no over- 
night fling in the knife industry. It remains today 
one of the strongest locking mechanisms. As long 
as the custom knifemakers and production facilities 
continue to add interesting twists and turns to the 
proven lock there’s no end in sight! 
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TRENDS 



I t takes a nation or a tight-knit community for a trend to start. People within 
the population have to be tuned into each other, aware of what’s happening 
around them and connected in some way. Trends in fashion, movies, music 
and art occur when artists begin emulating each other, or adopting methods, 
materials and styles from around them. Movements are started, and soon a / 
commonality emerges from a variety of sources. / 

The knife community is so close knit, like a family, that trends 
seem to be born daily. Sure, there are those that come and go 
quickly, lasting little longer than they took to arise in the first 
place, but some have staying power and soon become adopted or 
standard knife patterns, models or materials. What sparks the 
trends initially? The answer is innovation and creativity. A trend 
isn’t born in a bubble. Outside sources inspire it, and then it is 
nurtured until it is unlike anything around it, but a new no- 
tion, a unique being and an anomaly. If it’s a good anomaly, 
or at least attractive, endearing or likeable in some way, 
even sinfully sinister, then it might just catch on. 

The knife community might be perfectly fine 
without any trends, providing cutting tools for those 
who need them, supplying our soldiers, chefs, 
farmers, electricians, sportsmen and outdoors- 
men with the edges they desire, but it wouldn’t 
grow and evolve. It’s a business of sustained 
growth, after all, and trends help keep this 
tight-knit knife community growing right 
out of its little boy britches. Enjoy those 
that emerged this year and might j ust 
stick around into the future. 
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Sweeping 

Uppercuts 



I t’s no secret or mystery why knifemakers enjoy 
fashioning long, sweeping-blade fighters and 
bowies. They get to stretch that steel out, and 
expand their minds and horizons, all at the same 
time. Pound that steel, boys, stretch, stretch, 
stretch it. And then hone it true, put that long 
edge on it, the bevel perfectly even, thinning 
to molecule-like thickness. Oil the blade and 
gleam it up, let it shine. The collectors love the 
long blades, too, especially if they curve and 
re- curve, sweeping upwards for that one last 
uppercut. 

These are no sissy blades by any 
means. They’re choppers, cutters and 
camp knives, bowies, like Col. James 
carried, ready at the hip, the sheath 
banging the thigh and kneecap when 
one strolls down Main Street. Still, 
these “sweeping uppercuts” aren’t 
as heavy as bricks or anvils, either. 

Many have tapered tangs to lessen 
the weight, and most featured here 
ave fine balancing points, “sweet 
spots,” if you will, where the hand 
and forefinger beg for the balance 
to be for cutting rope or whack- 
ing weeds. 

There’s a reason so many 
folks gravitate toward the long 
blades, the lengthy choppers, 
the sweeping uppercuts, it’s 
because they’re appealing, 
intriguing, mysterious and 
even dangerous all at once. And 
that, my friends, is what draws them in and 
pulls them toward the edge.

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utility Knives 
& Choppers 



T hese are the go-to knives, the axes and big, boda 
cions blades that whack, chop and slice without 
remorse — those that are kept in the garage, 
shed or on the workbench, handy, within reach. 

They are utility pieces, not all overly huge, but 
some small and handy, called to action when 
something needs to be cut. They have a 
purpose. They’re tools, sharp edges, and 
nothing else will do when a cutting 
chore arises. 

The genre is nothing new to 
handymen and women, blue-collar 
workers, those who build and 
fix things. It might even be 
the oldest category of knives, 
yet humble beginnings 
often produce extraordinary / 
results, and such is the case 
with many of the models 
featured herein. Fashioning 
something exquisitely is 
not reserved solely 
for the handcrafting 
of art knives, or 
highly embellished pieces 
and fine cutlery. 

In fact, sometimes more care goes into the 
making of utility tools than with those destined 
to reside on shelves and in display cases. The 
cutting ends must perform tasks without 
unnecessary maintenance, and the 
handle ends have to hold their own. 

To be used is not to be mistreated 
in the case of utility knives and 
choppers, but rather to be 
called to duty with honor 
and respect.

Y ou need a sheath with these. You wouldn’t want 
to slide one of the pointed pieces into a boot 
without something between the blade and the 
bare foot, toes or stocking. And the belt, well, there 
are way too many internal, and in some cases ex- 
ternal, organs close to the waist area not to sheath 
it if you’ve got it. Belt and boot knives aren’t 
blunt-tip rescue blades. Most aren’t big-bellied 
skinners, and few have sheepsfoot blades. 

The knives are meant for cutting, utility, 
self-defense and ease of access. Where 
do your hands reach? The belt area is a 
natural place for the hand to reference, 
and with a slight bend of the knee, the 
boot area is easily accessible. How 
about the chest, small of the back, 
over the shoulder or under the arm? 

Yes, yes, yes and yes, they’re all 
good places for concealed or open 
carry of a knife. But that’s not 
where belt and boot knives are 
stored. Their name pretty much 
reveals where they reside. 

Why make belt and boot 
knives today? Aren’t they an 
outdated art form? I don’t 
know, is hunting outdated, 
or fishing, skiing, winter 
camping, hiking or snow- 
shoeing? I guess only if 
playing video games, eating 
dinner out and staying in 
hotels is your thing. Then you 
probably don’t wear belt and 
boot knives — not a lot of 
places to stash them on 
the beach. But these 
aren’t beach blades. 

They’re belt and boot 
knives, and they’re prepared 
for whatever comes their 
way, in the wild or 
on the streets, not 
necessarily at 
the spa.

It doesn’t take a sophisticate to 
appreciate the finer things in life, and 
in some respects, those who have j 

not, or work hard for what they 
do have, tend to appreciate 
quality tools just as much 
as the privileged few. 

Regardless, it’s 

not difficult to fall for the genteel 
steel shown here, to be drawn in by 
the translucent mother-of-pearl, the 
damascus patterning, engraved guards 
and bolsters, genuine Sambar stag, gold 
inlays, mammoth ivory handle scales 
and jewel inlays. You might feel so prim 
and proper that you take that trip to the 
manicurist after all, and surely one 
wouldn’t be shy about extracting ^ 

one of these beauties from a 
pants or vest pocket in the 
company of churchgoers 
or townsfolk. 

That’s the appeal 
of genteel steel — ^you

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Telltale Temper Lines 



I n any handcrafted 
item, there are 
telltale signs of 
quality workmanship. With 
furniture, it’s tongue-and-groove 
joints; pegged drawers; dovetailed fronts; 
heavy, not light, solid wood; straight, tight 
stitching in the fabric; adjustable drawer glides 
and smooth overall finishes. Just like with furniture 
weight is a consideration when judging a quality 
wristwatch, as is movement, brand name and 
tradition, Swiss branding and accuracy. 

Similar to furniture, dovetailing is a 
sign of a quality knife, but in the case of 
cutlery, through dovetailed bolsters, not 
drawers or fronts. Tight fits and finishes 
wherever handle material meets bolster 
or blade material would qualify as 
good signs, as are the absence of 
gaps, no loose screws or parts, 
no jangling of a folding blade 
in a handle, strong folding knife 
springs and well-honed blades. 

And then there’s the blade - 
smith’s favorite telltale sign — a 
temper line. Those who forge 
often take the extra and 
important step of differen 
tially tempering a blade 
so it has a hard edge for 
better edge holding, and 
a soft spine, and thus 
less chance of breaking. 

By etching the blade 
after it is forged, 
differentially heat- 
treated and finished, 
a “temper line” is 
revealed, and not 
just any temper 
line, but a telltale 
temper line, one 
that denotes the 
quality of a 
forged blade.

E xoticism is rarely bad. It’s never 
an insult to refer to someone as an 
exotic beauty. Exotic locales bring 
to mind beaches, coral reefs and the 
blue-green Caribbean Ocean. Exotic foods 
can tempt the taste buds, exotic plants 
add beauty to a room, and even exotic 
dancers, though not meeting the approval 
or lifestyle choices of everyone, hold a 
certain allure and mysticism. 

Exotic weaponry, now that’s a tasty 
cup of tea. Weaponry the world over takes 
on the characteristics and charms of 
the nation it represents. Each country has its 
own forms, patterns and styles of knives, 
swords, arms and armor. Many pieces 
are embellished for kings, queens 
and generals, and others boast 
purpose-driven designs that 
can punch their way through 
Volkswagens or Lamborghi- 
nis, depending, of course, 
on whether you’re on the 
Autobahn or the Autostrade. 

Like the planet itself, 
diversity reigns in the world 
of edged weapons.

M uch of America’s identity and culture was born 
in the West, where land was difficult to settle 
and those who conquered it were hardscrabble 
explorers, miners, farmhands and buckaroos. They 
didn’t let the land beat them, but instead learned to 
live in harmony with the earth, to farm and ranch it, 
plant it, then cultivate, tend and harvest the fruits 
that it offered. They dug their fingers in the dirt. 

It wasn’t for the faint of heart, and the tools born 
from that era create a fabric that runs through the 
American spirit. Knives, tomahawks, daggers and 
axes helped fell trees, carve them into furniture, build 
fires, cook food, make saddles, skin game and defend 
oneself and family from enemies and all harm.

G uys and knives — it’s a 
lot like guys and guns, 
or guys and cars or even 
guys and girls, well, not quite 
like guys and girls. Yet, there 
is a bromance going on, and a 
serious one, between knifemak- 
ers, collectors, enthusiasts and the bowie knife. 

It’s a sordid affair that involves lovers and 
haters, an Iron Mistress, fakes, copies 
and reproductions, licensing, scandals, 
corruption, trademarks, historians 
and gentlemen callers. 

Despite all the historical 
documentation, no one, it seems, 
really knows exactly what the very first bowie knife 
looked like, who made it or who owned it. It’s 
named after Col. James Bowie, of course, and 
there was a guy named James Black involved, 
as well as James’ brother, a Sandbar Fight 
and the Alamo. And ever since, guys 
who love knives have had a bromance 
with the bowie. They’ve forged their own 
versions, shaped them, honed them, manipu- 
lated them, changed them and rebuilt them all over 
again. They’ve been resized, redeveloped, retooled 
and reworked. 

Yet the spark has never left the eye, the 
love never lost, the flame never snuffed. 

Maybe it’s the mystery that is the 
ultimate allure. After all, it’s usually 
the exotic ones who attract the 
most suitors. And perhaps 
it’s good old American 
pride and patriotism. 

There’s nothing quite like a hot model 
wrapped up in red, white and blue, 
and no one, and I mean no one, 
has ever been immune to the 
lure of the bowie knife.

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STATE OF THE ART 





A lways leave a lasting impres- 
sion. You don’t have to tell 
knifemakers that twice. People 
who’ve never experienced the world of 
handmade knives are often left speechless 
after seeing quality pieces at shows, in maga- 
zines, or in this case, in a book. Very seldom 
does one witness truly handcrafted, quality items 
anywhere but at an art festival, craft show or in a 
handmade furniture or jewelry store. An individual 
certainly isn’t getting the experience at a strip mall or 
big box store. 

The art techniques knifemakers incorporate into their 
models have expanded over the years, and are no longer 
limited to scrimshaw, engraving, carving, sculpting and damas- 
cus pattern welding. In the not too distant past mosaic damascus 
made headway, and new to the mix this year are handle marquetry 
and mosaics, or handle inlays pieced together in patterns much like 
mosaic tiles. 

There’s a “Dyed in the Wood” section, a page reserved for “Animal- 
Printed Points,” knives that are “Gold Inlaid and Bladed,” some “San 
Mai Warriors” with San Mai or laminated-steel blades and “Dressed-Up 
Daggers” to complete a nice batch of offerings. A custom fixed blade without a 
handmade sheath is like a sundae without a cherry top, so a “Sheathing Review” 
seemed a fine choice to round out the “State Of The Art” section, and a good way, of 
course, to leave a lasting impression.

M aybe it’s animal tracks etched on a blade 

or carved into a handle. Perhaps it’s an elk 
deeply engraved into the bolster steel, a 
scrimshawed wildebeest or a snakeskin- covered 
handle. It could simply be a zebrawood handle with 
natural wood grains displaying stripes like those of 
a zebra or gazelle. Regardless, animal-printed points 
are knives outfitted in materials that pay homage to 
the animal kingdom. 

Nature provides knifemakers with much of their 
inspiration, forms, shapes and materials. Talk to any 
knifemaker who’s been plying his or her trade for a 
while, and they’ll tell you that they often gain inspira- 
tion for blade shapes from tree leaves or blades of 
grass, and handle shapes from horns, branches or 
tusks. They use pearl, wood and precious stones 
in the makeup of their knives, while ivory, 
bone and stag remain popular choices. 

Some embellish their knives with 
images of animals, like the “big 
five” — lion, elephant, cape buf 
falo, leopard and rhinoceros — 
of the African continent. 

Others use gemsbok 
horn and whale’s- 
tooth handles. Mother 
Nature provides. And 
animal-printed points 
parade her glorious offer- 
ings for the world to see.

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Ivory Artistry 



W hite paper can’t hold up to the milky, pure, solid, aged 
exterior of ivory. Not even oil on canvas can convey the 
deeply inked imagery of scrimshaw in ivory, where 
liquid dyes are poked into the pores via needles or hand- ^ 
held gravers, scratched, embedded, painted into palatable ^ 
pictures in living color. It’s a singular art form with a fas- 
cinating history. Whalers on ships, out to sea for months 
at a time, rolling amid waves, rollicking, sitting down 
with pocketknives, needles, scrapers and sharpened ' 

marlinspikes, creating imagery in whale teeth and / - r.'.'M 
walrus tusks. You can’t make this stuff up. 

Modern scrimshaw is a far cry from early 
black-and-white whale tooth renderings, but the 
methods have changed little. These are not 
machined images, copies or transfers. Art- 
ists looked at natural forms and pictures / 

popped into their heads. They had the 
skill to translate those mental images 
onto ivory, or into its pores, and in this 
case, the knife handles came alive, / 
took on a life of their own. |

G old is a commitment. If you’re afraid of commitments, 
you should pretty much stay away from gold. You don’t 
want to sell your house and all your belongings, and 
buy a pack mule, a pickaxe, sluice box and a trommel if 
you’re not serious about panning for gold. You shouldn’t 
purchase that wedding ring after one fun, riotous 
night of dancing, singing, drinking and lovemaking 
unless you’re just as sure you are in love months 
later as you were the night of. 

As Beyonce sings, “If you like it then you 
should have put a ring on it,” meaning, if 
you’re sure you love her, then you should have 
purchased the gold ring, but don’t expect 
any lovin’ until you do. So, are you ready to 
make the gold commitment? The makers of 
these knives sure were. 

When figuring profits, losses, invest- 
ments and potential earnings, custom 
knifemakers must determine if the 
return on their investments will be 
greater than the upfront costs, and 
of all the materials purchased, gold, 
silver, gemstones and exotic materi- 
als like platinum and meteorite are 
the most costly. But oh, what gold 
does to a knife! It bespeaks class, 
style and grace. It adds color and 
allure. Gold inlaid and bladed 
knives appeal to a higher class 
of clientele, more discerning, 
with more disposable income, 
and they’re not afraid to make 
a commitment. So if you like 
it, put some gold on it.

S ome people carve out pretty good lives for 

themselves. Others carve out a knife or two for 
themselves. The two don’t have to be mutually 
exclusive, and honestly, I’m sure they’re usually not. 
Those who have chosen to fashion knives for a living, 
or at least part time after returning home from the 
day or night job, are cut from sturdy stock. They are 
chiseled from fine stone, have good genetics, come from 
good bloodlines. They’re hard working, self sufficient, 
unwavering and don’t ask for a lot ... no handouts. 

They are good people, know what they’re made of, and 
what’s inside is really what eounts, mueh like the knives 
they earve out. At the heart of each one is a blade that euts, 
is easy to hone and holds an edge. Then they add embel- 
lishment, in this ease a earving, ehipping away at handle 
blade, guard or bolster material, getting to its eore, and 
then forming objeets, animals, skulls, flowers or 
beings, and bringing them to life. 

It takes a good egg to know one. When 
you’re earving out a life for yourself, it’s 
niee to also have the ability to earve 
out a knife for yourself And these 
guys and gals really know how to 
earve out a knife.

I f it were a true worker’s union, there would be benefits other 
than job satisfaction. Wage increases would be factored into a 
contract, as would a retirement savings match, short- and 
long-term disability, conditions on firing or layoffs and some 
sort of medical and dental insurance carrying over after 
retirement and into the waning years of one’s life. 

There’s none of that with the Mosaic Makers Union 
(MMU). It’s not really a labor union, as such, but a 
union of men and women who are passionate about 
forging mosaic-damascus steel into repeating pat- 
terns, whether whimsical, natural, geometric or 
picturesque. They have the ability to envision 
what canister steel, bars or billets will look 
like after being cut into shapes, forge 
welded together, bent, twisted, ham- 
mered, flattened, smoothed and etched. 

They make images in steel, not 
digitally, or on film, canvas, paper 
or plates, but within one of the 
hardest substances known 
to man — steel alloys that, 
when forged together, 
heat treated and etched, 
contrast with each other 
and create forms and 
shapes, even letters 
of the alphabet. No 
one watches out for 
the well being of the 
MMU. They are not 
insured, contracted, 
guaranteed or 
salaried. They 
are artists who 
have communed 
for a common 
cause, 
and what 
a creative 

endeavor it has become!

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FACTORY TRENDS 




I f you don’t like the knives a eompany offers, do a 
Google seareh for another eompany, visit a knife 
show or big-box retailer, or piek up any outdoor retail 
eatalog. The eompetition is stiff, the blade steels are 
varied, the styles of knives more varied than ever, and 
the innovations astounding. There are fixed-blade hunt- 
ing knives, folders, skinning blades, replaeeable-blade 
hunters, bird- and- trout knives, multi-knife paeks and 
sheath systems, gut hooks, saws, pelvie bone splitters 
and more edges for the woods or outdoorsman than a 
guy or gal eould earrying in 10 paeks. 

If tactical folders are your thing, then the 
choices multiply a thousand-fold, and the mecha- 
nisms, locks, blade assisted openers, one-hand 
openers, safeties, pivots, cams and bushings 
start coming out the woodwork. The synthetic 
bullet- and seemingly tank-proof handles 
have gotten stronger, lighter and more 
malleable. If you prefer real wood, don’t 
worry the number of available domestic 
and exotic burls are in the hundreds. 

Knife companies have experienced 
not only a renaissance of manufactur- 
ing, but steep global and stateside 
competition. Price wars resulted in 
outsourcing, and customer demand 
and high unemployment rates 
brought much of the manufactur- 
ing back to the good old U.S. of A. It was a 
vicious circle with one resounding winner — the 
customer, who has more choices of manufactured 
and factory knives than ever. Hallelujah!

“The only solution was a knife,” said Jon 
Cook, chief mate on the tall ship Liberty 
Clipper. We were mid-voyage sailing from 
the Bahamas to Charleston, S.C., when he 
started telling sailing stories. Cook was de- 
scribing two serious problems, potentially life 
threatening, he’s encountered while sailing. 

The first high-risk situation happened 
while raising a sail that had been reefed 
incorrectly in a storm. Reefing shortens a sail 
when the wind is too strong for a full sail. The 
sails are folded over themselves and tied to 
the boom, lowering the sail part way in the 
process. Following the storm, when the sail 
was being raised, the reef knot jammed. 

Sails are raised by muscle power with 
the whole crew participating. It’s high intensity, and 
getting a sail up quickly is a high priority. With the 
knot jammed, the sail was held up by the crew’s strain, 
which is not a secure situation. Seeing the problem. 
Cook moved quickly to cut the reef line, releasing the 
sail before the crew’s muscles gave out causing a crash 
of sail, wood and rigging. 

The second moment of drama occurred on a 26- 
foot sloop when the forward sail was rigged so it was 
secured on only one side of the boat. When the boat 
tacked, which includes shifting the sails to the other 
side of the ship, the sail would have been loose and 
able to flap back and forth, called flogging. With a 
20 -knot wind anyone at the front would be in danger 
of being flogged by the sail and its ropes with a good 
chance of injury. As the crew started the tacking 
maneuvers. Cook saw the problem, and with little 
time to spare, cut the line that was rigged wrong so 
he could correct the rigging. All went well, but keep- 
ing his knife with him became an ingrained habit. 



These two instances could have damaged the boat, 
the people or both, but fortunately such cases are rare. 
“You don’t want to have to use a knife in an emer- 
gency, but it’s available if you carry it on your person,” 
he reasons, and Cook has a lot more to say about the 
everyday need for a knife. Daily knife use on a tall 
ship mostly relates to rope, which makes sense since 
rope is everywhere, from coils all over the deck to the 
top of the masts at a hundred feet above deck. 

Knives are essential tools used for cutting cord to 
tie coiled rigging, shortening rope to take out dam- 
aged sections, preparing rope for splicing, as well as 
making gaskets, trimming splinters, and carving 
and cutting anything made of wood. And wood is also 
everywhere since it’s essentially a wooden ship. 

One thing should be mentioned about rope — it 
isn’t the proper term. On board all ropes have spe- 
cific purposes and are called sheets. No mention was 
made as to what the men use to cover the mattresses 
of their bunk beds. 
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Chief mate Jon Cook’s rusty stainless steel Italian-made 
dive knife is with him at the helm and at the ready. 



Collins has knifemaking as well as seawater in his 
blood. He apprenticed under J.D. Smith of Hammer- 
smith Knives in Boston, and plans to make his own 
knife by forging 1420 -based damascus blade steel. 
He has the pattern and folds worked out; standing 
watch leaves plenty of time for thinking through

Blunt Tip on Ship 

Cook uses an Italian-made dive knife with a 
stainless steel blade and a blunt tip. One of the lead- 
ing causes of death on sailing ships is self-stabbing, 
and most of the crew’s knives have blunt tips. He 
likes saying it’s an Italian knife as if it were a pair of 
shoes or a suit, but it still rusted. Most of the knife 
blades are stainless steel due to the wet, salty envi- 
ronment. There are members of the crew who prefer 
high-carbon-steel knives and are willing to clean and 
oil the blades for the advantage of the tougher steel. 

Mike McVeigh, the ship’s engineer relies on a 
Cold Steel True Flight Thrower. He says the 1055 
carbon steel blade has a sharp working edge, and he 
likes the thick spine. He used a hacksaw to cut the 
blade tip into a sheepsfoot shape, citing the danger to 
himself of the original point. 

McVeigh made his own sheath and paired the 
knife with a marlinspike, which is used to splice 
rope and loosen knots. Ropes are spliced to repair 
damage, make short ropes into long ropes or to form 
specialized knots such as a marlinspike hitch or 
belaying pin splice. Marlinspikes can be as simple 
as a landscaping spike from a hardware store, but 
are usually specialty items from marine suppliers. 
McVeigh made his own spike from a random bolt 
off of a fuel injector on a World War II boat that he 
was salvaging. The knife and spike combination is 
called a sailor’s rig, and when he worked as a deck 
hand, he always carried his rig with him. As the 
ship’s engineer, he’s responsible for mechanics and 
electronics instead of wood and rope, and his rig has 
given way to a flashlight and multi-tool. 

Another sailor preferring high-carbon steel over 
stainless is Elijah Collins, one of the deck hands.

the process. Although, the ship is now his home, the 
project is on hold until he can get back to Boston and 
take enough time to make the knife. 

In the meantime Collins uses a Cold Steel Recon 
Tanto, which has been his personal knife since 
joining the U.S. Marines in 2001. He prefers the Cold 
Steel knife instead of the Marines standard-issue 
KA-BAR because of its thicker blade, and he says the 
point can endure more abuse. One story he enjoys 
telling is about jungle warfare training he undertook 
on Okinawa, with an obstacle course that included a 
rock face. He pounded the Tanto blade into a crack 
and used it as a piton, first pulling himself up and 
then using it as a step to get over the top of the rock 
face. He didn’t say if he was able to get the knife 
loose or had to recover it later, but either way he’s 
impressed that it endured the punishment. 

When Collins left the Marines for sailing, he 
kept the Cold Steel Recon Tanto as a rig knife, and 
says he prefers it for the same reasons he liked it as 
a tactical knife — the blade holds its edge well and 
the thicker spine withstands considerable abuse. 

He’s taken a hammer to the blade spine for splitting 
planks and for cutting wire cables, and it has held 
up just fine. He keeps the knife tethered to his belt, 
a habit he picked up in the Marines where soldiers 
tether everything they need to themselves. 

Deck hand Tony Disanto’s first sailing job was as 
an engineer. On land he’s a mechanical engineer and 
rock climber and moves to different places around 
the country for climbing. One advantage to being 
an engineer is the ease of finding work wherever he

moves. He wanted to try sailing and was hired as 
an engineer on a boat headed to South America. The 
boat lost its engine south of Cuba and they had to 
make their way into the country for repairs using 
sail power alone. 

Regardless of the poor relations between the U.S. 
and Cuba, both countries allow for emergencies. 
Getting home from Cuba was not as easy as getting 
there, though. In Cuba the knife he used was confis- 
cated, or he lost it; he was a little hazy on that detail, 
possibly having to do with Cuban rum. His knife was 
a titanium dive knife, which he reports was not a 
good sailing knife. The blade had a sharp point and 
was edged on both sides, so he couldn’t press down on 
the blade spine with his thumb. 

A Suds Blade 

With the dive knife left in Cuba, he replaced it 
with a Gerber Paraframe folder. Disanto says he’s 
never needed a knife for anything dramatic on board, 
but he fishes and has opened a lot of beer by prying 
caps off with the back of the blade. 

Everyone on board mentioned opening beer with 
knives. It makes you question if they only drink craft 
beer that is bottled without twist-off caps. Probably 
they just like saying it. What isn’t in question is the 
everyday use of knives. Maintenance is constant, and 
knives are part of every tool collection. Fixed blades are 
the most common; opening a folder in harsh weather is 
difficult, even those with one-hand-opening blades. 

“One hand for yourself, one for the ship” is the 
rule in storms. Anyplace you see a screwdriver or

wrench you also see a knife. The work area in front 
of the wheel, where the ship’s compass and naviga- 
tion equipment is housed, always has coffee mugs 
and a knife as standard equipment. Curiously the 
mugs never tip. There seems to be some kind of 
attraction between coffee mugs and wood. 

Research for this article was conducted in May 
2013 while on a transit from the Liberty Clipper’s 
wintering grounds in Nassau to Charleston, S.C., 
on the way to the homeport in Boston for the warm 
season. This was blue water sailing, out of sight of 
land and over water too clear and deep to reflect 
anything but blue, a tough gig certainly, but no sacri- 
flce is too great for a good knife story. An element of 
realism was injected into the article by volunteering 
as a crewmember, working the noon till 4 p.m. and 
midnight till 4 a.m. shifts. 

A notably somber event occurred while in 
Charleston, but one that should be mentioned out of 
respect for those involved — a burial at sea. In the 
Bahamas two of the crew were returning after an 
evening off- ship when they encountered two women 
being robbed at gun point. One of the crew tried to 
stop the robbery and was shot and killed. He was 
cremated in the Bahamas and his remains brought 
back to the U.S. on the ship. His family flew in to 
Charleston for the memorial service held on the deck 
of the Liberty Clipper. His ashes were given to the 
sea in Charleston Harbor. 

On a much lighter note, Disanto, as a snorkeling 
enthusiast and spear flsherman, had a spear gun with 
him, which turned into an amusing episode. Fishing

lines were constantly out, but very few flsh were ever 
caught. Mahi-mahi tuna would swim along with the 
boat, but showed no interest in the bait. The crew be- 
came impatient and took a more aggressive approach 
and crafted a harpoon. The spear from the spear gun 
was lashed to a spar along with a retrieval line. Their 
luck didn’t improve but they had fun trying. 

On the last day at sea a mahi-mahi was Anally 
caught. Capt. Chris Shaw did the honors of cleaning 
the flsh, needing three different blades before he was 
through. The flsh was dispatched with Collins’ Cold 
Steel Tanto, the tail hacked off with a meat cleaver 
and completely fllleted with a highly specialized 
knife raided from the galley and used for nothing 
else but food prep — a standard kitchen knife. The 
grilled mahi-mahi served that night was a fitting 
end to the trip.
